PORN & THE INTERNET: 
AN EXCHANGE OF VIEWS 


With “Porn Patrol,” Dan Kennedy’s at- 
tempt to trash opponents of Mayor 
Thomas A. Menino’s directive to install 
censorware in computers throughout 
Boston’s public libraries (News, March 
7), journalistic standards at the Boston 
Phoenix have hit a new low. Complete 
with over-the-top graphics and lurid pull- 
quotes, this is the most egregious piece of 
alarmist obfuscation on computer porn I 
have seen anywhere since the notorious 
July 3, 1995 Time cover story that helped 
pass the unconstitutional Communica- 
tions Decency Act. 

Since I have, to the best of my recollec- 
tion, never posted anything to an Internet 
newsgroup, certainly not in the past sev- 
eral years, Dan Kennedy’s depiction of 
me as the epitome of what he calls “the 
digerati” or, inaccurately, “cyberlibertari-

ans” is very strange indeed. The Resten 
Coalition for Freedom of Expression 
(BCFE), which I now head, was founded 
in 1990 by artists and arts administrators.

uthered: to interview me, this might have 
been made clear to him. (We talked for 
about five minutes, during which I was 
frequently interrupted.) He opted instead 
to use his willful misapprehension of my 
positions and those of my organization to 
smear both cyberspace activists and those 
who support the policies of the American 
Library Association (ALA). 

Using as evidence an out-of-context frag- 
ment of a note to Globe ombudsman Mark 





Jurkowitz (posted to the Internet without 
my permission, perhaps by someone | 
carbon-copied), Kennedy tries to portray 
me as some sort of conspiracy theorist. In 
fact, it’s a matter of legitimate concern that 
Globe publisher William O. Taylor also acts 
as president of the board of trustees of the 
Boston Public Library, a major public insti- 
tution toward which one hopes the Globe 
tries to maintain an objective overview. This 
fact does not have a high level of public 
recognition. It’s completely appropriate to 
bring it up in the context of an important 
First Amendment issue. 

On February 11, City Councilor Mau- 
reen Feeney said she had been ap- 
proached by “concerned parents” who 
claimed their children were accessing 
porn at the Boston Public Library. (This 
evidence remains vague and anecdotal.) 
Within 24 hours, Mayor Menino, by fiat, 
ordered censoring devices installed in all 
city computers. Without any public dis- 
cussion, without the hearings favored by 
City Councilor Feeney herself, without 
any study of which censorware might be 
best or what censorware actually does, 
the city bought enough Cyber Patrol site 
licenses to cover all computers in the city 
library system on the following day. This 
purchase was authorized after the board 
of trustees, hastily convened by confer- 
ence call, rubber-stamped the mayor’s de- 
cree with minimal discussion. The move 
was editorially endorsed by the Globe 
with no mention of William O. Taylor’s 
involvement. Then the story was dropped, 
the matter was portrayed as settled, and 
an effort appeared to be made to stifle 
public debate. There was a time, not so 
very long ago, when the Phoenix would

have considered this a story. 

Kennedy seems more interested, how- 
ever, in hyping the availability of graphic 
depictions of “torture,” coprophilia, and 
bestiality, material that constitutes a small 
percentage of graphics mainly to be found 
on restricted adult bulletin boards and in 
Usenet. Along with “smut,” which — like 
all censoring software — it blocks unreli- 
ably, Cyber Patrol blocks an astonishing 
range of websites and Usenet news- 
groups, changed and updated weekly, en- 
compassing material that ranges far be- 
yond that which has ever been adjudicated 
“harmful to minors.” In Usenet — to 
whieh, as Kennedy notes, the BPL does 
not provide access — it blocks such fea- 
tures as alt.journalism (discussion of arti- 
cles like “Porn Patrol”), soc.feminism (a 
feminist discussion group), and 
clari.news.gay (newsfeeds on gay issues). 
Among dozens of non-pornographic sites 
blocked at MIT alone is a Media Lab re- 
source on the films of Luis Bufuel. 

When Kennedy denounces “extremist” 
rhetoric, one wonders what criteria he 
uses to define extremism. In the case of 
Globe reporter Hiawatha Bray, whose 
background as a pro-life activist Kennedy 
accuses me of improperly dragging into 
the discussion, we respect his right to 
hold his beliefs, defend his right to ex- 
press them, and find them of little or no 
interest. We do, however, care about 
Bray’s position on censorship, which has 
given us frequent cause for concern. 
When a reporter is advocating the use of 
censoring software that blocks an array of 
pro-choice websites, including the entire 
Web page of Planned Parenthood (which 
Cyber Patrol still blocks as of this writ- 
ing), it is relevant to note his past in- 
volvement in a pro-life organization that 
favors suppression of material with which 
it disagrees, 

The BCFE has never advocated expos- 
ing children to sexually explicit material. 
What we do advocate is that parents take 
responsibility for what their children see. 
It is up to parents to deal levelheadedly 
with whatever direction their children’s 
curiosity may take. Librarians are not 
nannies. 

Menino’s censorship of Internet access 
at the BPL has to be placed in the context 
of organized efforts to demolish the influ- 
ence of the ALA over public libraries na- 
tionwide. Banning Demon Porn is only a 
step away from banning books. Leaving 
aside issues raised by the images of 
bondage and bestiality that Kennedy so 
pantingly describes, it’s worth noting that 
some of the material we’ve seen chal- 
lenged as “pornographic” in recent years 
includes everything from Jane Smiley's 
prize-winning novel A Thousand Acres to 
Where's Waldo? 

Whether access is to be denied every- 
one, no one, or a certain age group, what 
is needed is an accurate presentation of 
the facts, regular updates on this critically 
important story, and clear, dispassionate 
public debate. A good hard look has to be 
taken at the First Amendment implica- 
tions of public officials ordering censor- 
ship of any material for any reason. 
Meanwhile, Dan Kennedy has muddied 
the waters in a way that will insure that 
clarity of insight based on solid informa- 
tion will be very hard to achieve.

The hysteria with which Dan Kennedy’s 
piece has been greeted in some circles is 
astonishing — but then again, perhaps 
not. 

I’ve been a journalist and author for 30 
years. I’m a First Amendment purist, a 
Hentoffian. And I am a parent. Some- 
times » belief that anything should be al- 
lowed to be published directly conflicts 
with my belief that children (at certain 
ages) should not be permitted to read cer- 
tain material. 

As Maria Piers, the former head of the 
Erik Erickson Institute of Early Child- 
hood, once told me, “It is the parents’ re- 
sponsibility to say no and the child’s obli- 


gation to go ahead and do it anyway. It is 
imperative that the parents establish 
boundaries which the child then bumps up 
against — and even at times, knocks 
down.” Adults should be First Amendment 
purists; children should grow up healthy, 
reading Dr. Seuss and Jack London. 
When they pass 16, they better damn well 
be reading Homer and Camille Paglia. 

One childlike critic accused Dan 
Kennedy of extolling the virtues of cen- 
sorware. Of course censorware is silly. 
Galoshes, mittens, and scratchy mufflers 
are silly, but most parents feel better if 
their kids go out in the snow dressed that 
way. No damn libertarian-moralist is go- 
ing to run over my parental rights. In cer- 
tain instances, I even want the state to act 
as a parent. 

Kids will probably access porn in spite 
of censorware. We just don’t need to 
make it easy for them.

Dan Kennedy’s “Porn Patrol” and the 
ensuing controversy demonstrate nothing 
if not that people on both sides of the is- 
sue feel equally righteous about their po- 
sitions. Some overheated rhetoric aside, 
Kennedy makes a reasonable case for the 
middle ground. The Interactive Services 
Association, the leading trade association 
for the online/Internet industry, was will- 
ing to accept the “harmful to minors” 
standard as a compromise when the CDA 
was being written — but unwilling to ac- . 
cept a prohibition of “obscenity” or “inde- 
cency,” both of which have very different 
legal precedents, are less enforceable, and 
are all too often used interchangeably. 

The problem occurred when the radical 
right, led by Congressman Henry Hyde 
(R-Illinois), hijacked the carefully crafted 
compromise worked out by more main- 
stream elements and tossed out the harm- 
ful-to-minors standard. He overplayed his 
hand. It’s an adage that anyone who likes 
sausage and respects the law shouldn't 
watch either being made — this was a 
case in point. The result was bad law. The 
district court in Philadelphia thought so 
and, we hope, so will the US Supreme 
Court after hearing arguments this week. 

Does the state have a compelling inter- 
est in protecting children from content 
thought to be harmful? Legal precedent 
would indicate that it does — witness the 
so-called dial-a-porn laws, which were 
not successfully challenged. The issue is 
how far can it go to restrict the access to 
content by adults? Mayor Menino seems 
reasonable in his approach to this difficult 
social issue, especially given his willing- 
ness to compromise, as reported by 
Kennedy. Now is the time for reason to 
prevail — both on the bench and off.

Dan Kennedy responds: As anyone 
who’s been following the BPL Internet 
story knows, last weekend Mayor Meni- 
no and the BPL’s president agreed to in- 
stall filters on computers accessible to 
children while leaving computers in 
adult-only areas unfiltered. No doubt the 
issue will continue to be watched with 
great interest. 

For the record, I am staunchly opposed 
to the Communications Decency Act, and 
I would also oppose any attempt by the 
BPL to limit Internet access for adults. 
Neverthelessy I believe that modest at- 
tempts to keep Internet pornography 
away from kids are wholly appropriate. 

Cyber Patrol is an admittedly imperfect 
solution. However, it has extensive cus- 
tomization features, allowing administra- 
tors to block (or not block) content in any 
or all of 12 different categories, and to 
unblock individual Internet sites on a 
case-by-case basis. 

D’Entremont notes that the BPL does 
not have a Usenet server. However, as I 
reported, the BPL offers easy access to 
other Usenet servers through the World- 
Wide Web.

Have you seen the Globe today? 


It's getting hard to find a Boston Globe — especially a Sunday Globe — at retail outlets in the western and southern suburbs. 
The reasons: kinks in a new in-house distribution system and delays caused by the debut of the New York Times's New 


England edition, which the Globe prints at its Billerica plant. And store owners are seething. 

“I've had nothing but problems,” says Joe Keating, owner of Charlie’s Variety, in 
Wellesley, who’s been shortchanged on Sunday deliveries, has found stacks 
of papers left out in the rain, and even had his Times order accidentally 
canceled for about a week. 

At Atlantic Bagel, in Hingham, manager Greg Taylor says he got so sick 
of the Globe's not picking up unsold papers that he stopped selling it 
inside the store, except on Sundays. “They absolutely suck,” Taylor says. 
“The distributor's got his head up his ass.” 

The problems arose in February, when the Globe began printing and 
distributing the Times and, around the same time, dropped its network of 
independent distributors south and west of Boston in favor of RSI, a 
distributor owned by the New York Times Company, parent company of both 
the Times and the Globe. 

“They're hiring people who haven't done it before. There’s a lot more to the job 
than people realize,” complains Peter O’Kane, whose O’Kane News Agency, 
in Randolph, had previously handled much of the Globe distribution a 
south of Boston. 

But Globe spokesman Rick Gulla calls the problems “growing 


pains.” The goal, he says, is for RSI — which distributes the Wall Street Journal, Barron's, and several 


other publications in addition to the Globe and the Times — gradually to take over the entire region. 
Any timetable? “We've got to solve the problems we have first,” Gulla concedes.

The case against 
foreigners 


The Boston Herald's opinion pages aren't generally 
known for sensitivity on racial issues — last week, for 
instance, they headed an editorial on China's influence 
peddling WITH SIX THEY GET EGGROLL. But on March 19, 
op-ed columnist Don Feder managed to breach even 
the usual low standard, with a piece titled “Americans: 
An endangered species.” Feder’s topic: “the 
murderous multicultural trailer park” that America is 
becoming, thanks to the increased immigration of 
nonwhite people. These people, Feder writes, bring 
with them Islam (a religion “that oppresses all others 
wherever it achieves power’), or voodoo sacrifice, or 
“quaint customs” like genital mutilation, or just “a 
manana work ethic.” 

“Due to in large part to our open-borders style of 
national suicide,” Feder warns, “America’s European 
population will shrink from 74 percent today to 53 
percent in 2050.” 

But the strongest argument against a multicultural 
America may be Feder himself. Where but this 
country, with its mingling of different traditions, could 
you find a Jewish writer imitating Father Coughlin?

With the opening of the digitally remastered The 
Godfather and the digitally remastered Return of the 
Jedi last weekend, the film industry has reached an 
unprecedented high point in regurgitation chic. It’s 
been 25 years since the ’70s, after all, and the 
anniversaries are coming fast and furious. This has 

not escaped the notice of the major studios, 
who have been digitally remastering like 
nobody’s business. 

Over the next year or so, the reiterative 
moviegoer should look for the Pink 
Flamingos Special Edition, the Das Boot 
Special Edition, the Close Encounters of the 












Third Kind Special Edition, the Superman Special 
Edition, and — not for the first time — the 2001: A 
Space Odyssey Special Edition. Other re-release 
rumors cite selections from the Barbra Streisand 
oeuvre. 

“I think the studios have just realized there’s gold 
in them thar hills,” says David Irving, a professor at 
NYU’s film school. The past has become a reliable 
box-office draw, he adds. “Nostalgia has been a big 
part of our culture ever since the appearance of the 
bomb. It’s comforting.” 

Even if they don’t have the gale-force success of 
Star Wars, these reruns warm the hearts of film 
purists, who see the whole crop as a convincing 

rejection of the videotape experience.

Ryko, in turn, will have access to the artists 
on the Slow River roster, including local rocker 
Charlie Chesterman, who has already had a 
compilation of his two Slow River CDs released 
overseas by Rykodisc. Upcoming Slow

Maybe dreams do come true. Shortly 
afterward, Bosselaar and her husband, Kurt 
Brown, began to compile entries for Night 
Out: Poems About Hotels, Motels, Restaurants, 
and Bars, an impressive anthology due out on 
April 1 from the Minneapolis-based 
Milkweed Editions. 

There were, of course, other factors involved 
in the decision to publish. Brown's last effort, 
Drive, They Said: Poems About Americans and 
Their Cars (also from Milkweed) was so 
popular that People magazine — hardly known 
for its poetry coverage — ran an article on the 
book. 

Over coffee and cigarettes in Harvard 
Square's Algiers Coffee House, the Cambridge- 
based couple tell of a grueling year bringing 
Night Out to press, but they do so grinning, as if 
describing a lottery win. 

“This is more than an anthology of poems 
about hotels, restaurants, and bars,” Says 
Brown. “This is the story of America.” 

With its “waitresses with free refills,” its 
men “casting beer money from a thin reel of 
ones,” and its “rooms like this, in America, 
where | dreamed | lived,” Mig/t Out reveals that 
the flip side of freedom is rootlessness. 

“You are the circle of lost ones,” writes Joy 
Harjo in the anthology’s title poem. The final 
poem, by Silvia Curbelo, is titled “Last Call,” 
the saddest words in the drinker's lexicon. 
“Last Call” distills the book's pervasive 
sentiment: we cling doggedly to dreams even 
as those dreams evade us. Despite its jazzy 
mix of music, sex, and booze, Night Out is 
essentially a melancholy book, a look at 
American restlessness, estrangement, and 
longing — the somber reality behind the 
cheery neon.

N THE SPRING of 1989, Li Lu was hunger-strike thin, 
long-haired, fervent, and only 23 years old.

Now the former student radical is an in- 
vestment banker at a large firm in Los Ange- 
les, a world away from his days on the 
square. He pops up on television quite often, 
a stocky, bespectacled, clean-cut man in his 
early 30s, to talk to Charlie Rose or CNN 
about the events of 1989, or to offer his 
opinion on US-China trade relations. 

Li Lu has made it. 

But talk to members of Boston’s sizable 
Chinese dissident community, and Li’s story 
is recounted not with pride but disdain. Li is 
one of a handful of Chinese students who 
have traded on Tiananmen to make them- 
selves darlings of the Western media, which 
has brought them book contracts, hefty 
speaking fees, celebrity friends, political ac- 
cess, Nobel Prize nominations, and roles as 
China pundits. But, say their many critics, 
these stars, these public faces of the near- 
revolution of 1989, have parlayed what were 
sometimes only small roles in China — and, 
in some cases, only a few weeks in Tianan- 
men Square — into fame and fortune in the 
West. They marvel at the American public’s 
naiveté in declaring these people world lead- 
ers. And accuse the star dissidents of hurting 
the cause they claim to represent. 

With the anniversary of the Tiananmen 
crackdown approaching, the heroes of 1989 
will be celebrated anew. Deng’s death, Hong 
Kong’s imminent reversion to.Chinese rule, 
and the latest White House soft-money 
scandal will keep China in the papers and on 
television for months to come. And the tele- 


genic, media-savvy few will turn up on our 
TV screens claiming to represent the many 
whose lives did not meet with such tremen- 
dous success. Many dissidents both here and 
in China look at these anointed heroes and 
see not success but failure — but that’s 
hardly relevant, since their criticism is rarely 
heard in the West. 

In part, this is a familiar story of human 
weakness in the face of extraordinary oppor- 
tunity and dizzying temptation. A few kids 
took the extravagant rewards and blandish- 
ments the West offered them and ran, some 
farther than others. 

But more than that, this is the story of 
America’s need to anoint heroes. And if 
those heroes are just like us, all the better. 
We watched the events of 1989 unfold live 
in our own homes. At times, the demonstra- 
tions in Tiananmen Square seemed targeted 
specifically for our consumption: students 
emblazoned banners and T-shirts with slo- 
gans in English to attract the cameras; when 
a 10-meter high Goddess of Democracy was 
brought into the square, it bore an uncanny 
resemblance to the Statue of Liberty. As we 
watched Tiananmen, we watched ourselves. 

There is no denying that Li was brave in 
1989. Or that his fellow students Wu’er 
Kaixi, Chai Ling, and Shen Tong, each of 
whom found their way to Boston after 
June 4, displayed enormous courage and a 
deep commitment to their cause, even 
against a despotic regime capable of enor- 
mous cruelty. 


But there is also no denying that, once 
they’d left China, these heroes were fash- 
ioned for Western consumption, just like 
those English signs in Tiananmen Square. 
They were flacked and handled and tailored 
for a public just itching to bestow accolades 
on somebody. What they actually did in the 
square was less important than how well 
they presented themselves. 

“I am much disappointed in the students, 
says dissident journalist Liu Binyan, editor 
of China Focus, a New Jersey—based period- 
ical. “They are not what they say they are.”

Almost a revolution 

For six weeks during the spring of 1989, 
it looked as though the revolution would in- 
deed be televised. The Tiananmen Square 
demonstrations — thousands of students 
rising up against Deng Xiaoping and the 
tyranny of the Communist Party — trans- 
fixed the world. Reporters had gone to Bei- 
jing to cover Gorbachev's visit; instead, they 
found the makings of a revolution. Cameras 
provided live, minute-by-minute coverage. 
The whole world was watching when 
100,000 students gathered in the square on 
April 22, and when students from more than 
40 universities marched on Tiananmen five 


days later. Cameras captured the drama of 


May 13, when several hundred of the stu- 
dents began a hunger strike, and of the next 
week, as more and more of them became ill 


_ and were carted off to the hospital, ambu- 


lance sirens bleating.

The whole world watched Wu’er Kaixi 
— the bold, good-looking young education 
student, weakened by his hunger strike, still 
wearing his hospital pajamas — aggres- 
sively lecture hardline premier Li Peng be- 
tween drags of oxygen, and then finally 
faint from the strain. It watched as the 
diminutive, frail-looking Chai Ling shouted 
her baby-voice rallying cries into a mega- 
phone over and over, exhorting her fellow 
students to maintain their resolve. And it 
watched when the tanks pushed toward 
Beijing, only to be stopped outside the city 
by the masses. And on May 30, when the 
luminous Goddess of Democracy was in- 
stalled on the square. 

From the world’s living rooms, it looked 
like freedom and democracy were about to 
come to China. The students were unstop- 
pable. It was a struggle to which any Amer- 
ican with a basic understanding of what 
makes this country great could relate: as 
portrayed by the media, the students want- 
ed a free press, the right to assembly, and 
an accountable government. Suddenly, the 
Chinese, hitherto inhabitants of an in- 
scrutable and sometimes threatening na- 
tion, were completely fathomable. In the 
student movement, American TV audiences 
saw a reflection of their nation’s own glori- 
ous past, the birth of democracy caught in 
a freeze-frame. 

But Tiananmen was never quite what it 
appeared to be. 

Sure, reporters found students who could 
quote a line or two from the Declaration of

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Independence or the Gettysburg Address, 
but the movement was never a push for 
American-style democracy, despite students’ 
use of the word. Their aims, insofar as they 
even articulated them, amounted more to a 
reform of Communist rule than to a push 
for constitutional democracy. At the height 
of the protests, it seemed that all of China 
was marching arm-in-arm toward democra- 
cy. But fully three-quarters of the nation’s 
1.2 billion people live off the land; they were 
not about to rise up and charge to polling 
booths. And the students weren’t pushing 
for universal suffrage anyway. 

Nor, indeed, did the demonstrators speak 
with one voice. There were bitter arguments 
between student groups on the square over 
tactics. And there were nasty fights over fi- 
nances: Chai Ling was kidnapped and 
briefly held by members of a rival student 
faction over alleged financial improprieties. 
An AP reporter took Wu’er Kaixi to dinner 
at the height of the hunger strike and failed 
— as did many others — to report that for 
some students, the term “hunger strike” was 
applied rather loosely. Reporters had appar- 
ently decided that to portray the students as 
less than perfect would diminish the worthi- 
ness of their struggle, and would give Deng 
ammunition to use against them in a propa- 
ganda war. 

There was also an ahistorical bent to the 
coverage of 1989, as if this were the first 
mass movement for political reform in Chi- 
na’s history. It was not. In April 1976, for 
example, thousands of people gathered in 
Tiananmen Square to mourn dead premier 
Zhou Enlai, and to criticize officials close to 
Mao — until police drove them out. In 
1978, the Democracy Wall movement be- 
gan, in which people put up hundreds of 
posters criticizing the political system. In 
1979, the movement was crushed, and Deng 
had several activists arrested, including the 
most famous, Wei Jingsheng. Wei, who has 
been imprisoned for all but six months of the 
18 years since then, remains China’s most

celebrated political prisoner. 

But as long as TV audiences were un- 
aware of the fate of those previous reform 
attempts, it was easier to believe that the stu- 
dents would prevail. 

On the night of June 3, 1989, the tanks 
rolled into Beijing again, and this time the 
people could not keep them back. Soldiers 
killed hundreds of people in the streets, 
forced the students out of the square, and 
destroyed the Goddess of Democracy. The 
ultimate symbol of those six weeks came at 
their very end: on one of the streets leading 
to the square, a lone worker, a white-shirted 
nobody, stood motionless before a column 
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of tanks, bringing them to a standstill — the 
dauntless individual against the tyranny of 
the state. This image became the most en- 
during of the Beijing Spring, and one of the 
most memorable of the late 20th century. 


Coming to America 

The TV cameras had protected the stu- 
dents for a long time: Deng would hardly 
have put up with such a flagrant challenge 
to his authority for six whole weeks had 
the world’s media not been in China to 


me a 


cover Gorbachev. Nor, for that matter, 
would the students have been so bold. The 
protests were a testament to the power of 
the Western press. 

That power wasn’t lost on Chinese stu- 
dents in America. During the spring of 
1989, hundreds of Boston’s Chinese stu- 
dents and expatriates converged on a three- 
story house in Newton, part of the Walker 
Center for Ecumenical Exchange. The 
Walker Center had long been a haven for 
political exiles from all over the globe, in- 
cluding China. In 1989, the center provided 
phones and a fax machine so that Chinese 
expatriates living in Boston could keep in 
touch with friends and relatives, sending 
them Western newspaper reports on the 
protests, and, later, updates on the crack- 
down. It was one of the few ways those in 
China received news of the student dissi- 
dents’ fates, which Deng’s government was 
unwilling to make public. It became a kind 
of command central, a remote outpost of the 
movement, itself the subject of several na- 
tional news reports. 

It was here, at the Walker Center, that 
Tiananmen Square protester and former 
Beijing University biology student Shen 
Tong first arrived on June 11, 1989. The 
first of the students to come to America 
(others had fled first to Hong Kong or 
Paris), he emerged publicly on June 30, at 
his own press conference. The place was 
jammed. 

At that first press conference, Shen was a 
shy youth who spoke halting English. Now 
he is a supremely confident, articulate, and, 
above all, media-savvy man of 28. He has 
exchanged biology for a PhD in political sci- 
ence at Boston University. He also heads the

Shen says today, “I was a small potato.” Nor 
was he on the Chinese government’s most- 
wanted list; he had come to America on a 
student visa. Already, the spin had begun. 

“Today I am in mourning for all the 
Chinese people,” Shen said, reading from 
a statement in English. He told the enor- 
mous press corps that he had been on 
Changan Avenue, where the worst vio- 
lence took place, in the early hours of June 
4, and that he had seen the soldiers killing 
people all around him. He wiped tears 
from his eyes. The Globe reported that he 
“projected charisma.” 

At one point, Shen turned his back to the 
television cameras to show off his T-shirt. 
“This is the Statue of Liberty,” he said. “And 
this says ‘Democracy,’ and this says ‘Free- 
dom.’ ” He had crossed from closed society 
to media circus, and he was learning fast. 

A month after Shen Tong’s press confer- 
ence, Wu’er Kaixi arrived at the Walker Cen- 
ter. Charismatic, telegenic, and number two 
on China’s most-wanted list, Wu’er was one 
of the most famous people on earth. He had 
escaped first to Hong Kong, then spent sev- 
eral weeks in Paris, and had finally come to 
Boston. Wu’er was a star of the movement 
even before he left China. Once here, he was 
in constant demand. Rival Chinese student 
groups in Chicago fought over who would 
have him appear at their meetings. And then 
there were the social engagements: he spent 
one of his first weekends in Massachusetts 
on the Kennedy compound in Hyannis. He 
was so busy that first week that he stood up 
Mayor Raymond Flynn for breakfast. 

Meanwhile, Li Lu (who was traveling on 
business and did not return calls by dead- 
line) had fled the country and wound up in 
Manhattan. Chai Ling (who declined to be 
interviewed for this article) settled tem- 
porarily in Paris before coming to America 
in the spring of 1990. 

In China, each of these students was one 
among many. In America, they were sud- 
denly thrust, not just into an alien culture, 
but way up into its highest reaches. 
They’d gone from hunger strikes to ban- 
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space of six months. 

The most famous students were presented 
with a bewildering array of options, besieged 
with requests to appear on television, to 
speak at political rallies, to have their lives 
made into books and movies. They were also 
offered places at American universities — 
Chai at Princeton, Li at Columbia, Wu’er at 
Harvard, and Shen at Brandeis. They were 
called on to brief Congress on the situation 
in China, and to make speeches at colleges 
and churches. They joined the speaking cir- 
cuit, where they garnered thousands of dol- 
lars in fees to tell the American public about 
China, and the movement, and what it was 
like to be heroes. 


Dissident PR 
No one knows exactly what became of the 
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lone white-shirted worker. He stood his 
ground for several minutes; then other 
demonstrators pulled him back off the road. 
He disappeared into the crowd, his brief, 
glorious career as embodiment of democrat- 
ic ideals over — at least in China. 

But in the West, his image became a 
star. The man in front of the tanks became 
the Man in Front of the Tanks, and he had 
a hectic schedule of public appearances: 
he popped up in a Benetton advertise- 
ment, a Wim Wenders movie, a Neil 
Young song, and speeches by George 
Bush. Everyone wanted to be associated 
with this star of 1989, who, despite the 
Western media’s strenuous efforts to find 
him, remained hidden. 

Americans were not about to let the stu- 
dent dissidents get away so easily. Just as the 
Man in Front of the Tanks was ripe for ap- 
propriation by all kinds of people, so too 
were the dissidents. They were much in de- 
mand — not just by print media and TV, 
but also by individuals hoping some of their 
cachet would rub off on them. 

Enter the patrons, who, from a certain 
angle, looked suspiciously like that most 
American of paraprofessionals: the han- 
dler. The most successful dissidents 


formed friendships with Americans who 
— depending on whom you talk to — ei- 
ther guided them through the circus or 
helped them polish their public images to 
best advantage. 

“The dissidents were being offered ev- 
erything that our wide-open, celebrity- 
driven society can cook up,” says Marshall 
Strauss, a former DC fundraiser and lob- 
byist who was one of those Americans. 
“They were coming out of a closed, au- 
thoritarian society, and didn’t know what 
they were experiencing. They developed 
relationships with patrons who'd offer 
them more and more concrete advice. And 
if you observed it from the outside, these 
people were handling them.” 

Chai Ling turned to David Phillips, of the 
Congressional Human Rights Foundation, 
in Washington, who helped her's sort through

Li Lu, who 
had all of New York to himself, dissident- 
wise, had many Americans smoothing his 
transition. Mary Daly, a New York human- 
rights activist and public-relations specialist, 
gave him a home for a while, helped him to 
deal with the press, and raised money from 
her friends for his first semester at Columbia 
(scholarships took care of the rest). And he 
became good friends with Trudie Styler, 
Sting’s wife — hence the castoffs. Back 
then, Li didn’t even know who Sting was. 
Styler took up Li’s cause with a fervor, 
buying the rights to Moving the Mountain, 
which she and Michael Apted made into an 
ornate, gauzy, reenactment-glutted docu- 
mentary. When the New Yorker wrote about 
his graduation party, it referred to the for- 
mer student as “a Nelson Mandela figure” 
for China. Of all the dissidents, Li had risen

For the first few months in America, Shen 
Tong and Wu’er Kaixi were a team, and to 
guide them at first, they had Marshall 
Strauss. “I developed a relationship with 
several Chinese,” Strauss recalls. “The clos- 
est was with Shen Tong, but I also was 
friendly with Kaixi and others. | was as close 
as any American, but | didn’t have a lock on 
them.” 

Strauss says patrons were sometimes 
possessive about their charges: “Everyone 
wanted to get to them,” and, he adds, to 
keep others from getting to them — to 
“have a lock on them.” If the media wanted 
to speak to Shen Tong, they went to 
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Strauss first. (He is still kicking himself for 
telling Charlie Rose that Shen was too busy 
for an appearance, suggesting Li Lu in- 
stead. “I thought it was just a local TV talk 
show,” he says.) 

During those first few months, Wu’er 
and Shen made a dizzying number of pub- 
lic appearances and speeches at pro- 
democracy rallies across the country. Their 
renown soon reached ludicrous propor- 
tions. Less than three months after tanks 
had rolled into Beijing, the two youths 
found themselves in a flashy house in the 
Hollywood hills negotiating a deal with stu- 
dio executives for a film based on their 
lives. In October of 1989, rounding out 
their rise from Beijing to big bucks, they 
held court at the William Morris agency’s 
New York offices as nine publishers vied 
for the rights to their joint memoirs. 

“It was this incredible stage play,” recalls 
Strauss, “the excitement of these famous 
Tiananmen leaders holding court, and ev- 
ery 45 minutes another editor comes in!” 

Houghton Mifflin won, with a $100,000 
advance for Almost a Revolution. 

But it was all too much for Wu’er. He 
had emerged from Tiananmen as the 
biggest star, but handled the hype machine 
badly, and, by the end of 1989, his celebrity 
began to exact a price. Chinese-language 
newspapers worldwide ran stories about his 
grand lifestyle: he had expensive taste in 
suits; he was petulant and arrogant in pub- 
lic, refusing to speak at one Harvard func- 
tion because the audience had been “disre- 
spectful.” Being the star speaker at so many 
events had gone to his head. 

Having reaped the benefits of media 
adulation, Wu’er did not quite grasp the 
importance — and the perishability — of 
good press. Wu’er admits that he was also 
completely out of control at the time. “I 
don’t think anyone could really refuse that 
temptation,” he says. “I was lost.” 


Money by the envelopes 

In the end, the lobsters did Wu’er in. 

For these few dissidents, the fame that 
brought access and celebrity friends and 
public appearances also, of course, brought 
money. The more celebrated the dissidents 
got, the more money they collected — 
speaking fees that could run to four or five 
thousand dollars, film-option money, book- 
advance money, and, most important, en- 
velope money. At rallies and gatherings, af- 
fluent Chinese expatriates handed the dissi- 
dents envelopes full of cash — red en- 
velopes intended as gifts for their personal 
use, and others to support their continued 
work for reforms in China. 

Giving money was a way of being associ- 
ated with what was, in the first few years, a 
glamorous cause: donors could feel like 
they were participating in the great revolu- 
tion, affording them access to — and an 
association with — the stars who were in 
such high demand. It was also a way for 
expatriate Chinese, Taiwanese, and Hong 
Kong businesspeople to express their anger 
at the crackdown, and at Deng’s regime in 
general. 

In China, the dissidents had been strug- 
gling students in a just-improving econo- 
my, kids who got caught up in events that 
suddenly got much bigger than many of 
them had expected. In the first few years 
after Tiananmen Square, millions of dollars 
passed through their hands. Many of the 
dissidents were still in their early 20s, and 
they were running the equivalent of small 
corporations. Within months of the Beijing 
Spring, by virtue of their accidental fame, 
they were now both the embodiments of 
Western-style democratic ideals and the 
custodians of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. They were, of course, hardly quali- 
fied for either role. 

The lobster dinner that Wu’er Kaixi 
bought for 10 of his dissident friends was 
not cheap. He admits that it cost all of 
$2000, but says he bought the meal with 


money from a red envelope. That fact was 
lost on the reporters who wrote of his deca- 
dent life in Chinese-language newspapers 
from America to mainland China. The 
GDP per capita in China is $2660, and 
here was one of the Tiananmen leaders 
spending almost that on a single dinner for 
his friends — while his comrades were lan- 
guishing in Chinese prisons and camps, 
and most of the country was still impover- 
ished, despite Deng’s economic reforms. 
This was one story from the West that the 
Communist Party happily passed on to the 
Chinese people. See? the argument went. 
This is who your so-called leaders really are. 
Now do you think they were right? 

“I could have deposited the money and 
nobody would know,” counters Wu’er. In- 
stead, he shared it. But the damage was 
done. It was the kind of thing that eventu- 
ally drove Wu’er out of the spotlight and 
away from the frenzy surrounding him. 

It was also the kind of thing that helped 
diminish enthusiasm for the dissidents’ 
cause, making donors reluctant to keep 
handing over envelopes. Most of the money 
donated to dissidents was meant for foun- 
dations they headed — the Federation for a 
Democratic China (FDC), a Paris-based 
organization of which Wu’er was vice-pres- 
ident; Chai’s China Dialogue Foundation; 
or Shen’s Democracy for China Fund. 

For the most part, those foundations, set 
up to continue to fight for reform in China, 
had little to show for the millions of dollars 
they received during the flurry of outrage in 
the years immediately after the crackdown. 
“The first dissidents did a terrible job 
[with] money in 1989 and 1990,” says 
Marshall Strauss. “They received millions 
of dollars, and they pissed it away. They 
didn’t know what to do with it all, and they 
wouldn’t listen to advice, so the people who 
were giving the money became profoundly 
disenchanted.” It was impossible to keep 
tabs on how the money was spent. Some- 
how, it just disappeared, and the founda- 
tions had nothing to show for it all. 

The money paid for air travel and expen- 
sive conferences, and, in the case of the 
FDC, supported a disastrous scheme for a 
pirate radio station that was to broadcast to 
China from a boat in international waters off 
Taiwan. (After putting the FDC into the red, 
the project tanked when Taiwan would not 
cooperate.) Much of the money purportedly 
went to clandestine activities in China, 
which were impossible to monitor. 

Eventually, the flow of money to dissi- 
dents slowed to a trickle. The envelopes 
stopped coming in, and the fight for politi- 
cal reforms in China acquired a fiduciary- 
credibility problem. 

The FDC has now withered, and Chai’s 
China Dialogue Foundation is difficult to 
locate: there is no record of it in central 
listings of nonprofits and foundations, even 
though on a recent Charlie Rose appear- 
ance Chai was identified as its president. 
Both Chai and Li tend to fly solo these 
days, anyway. Their critics say they have 
little real contact with the cause, except to 
speak about it to Americans. But the 
Democracy for China Fund — which helps 
fund underground dissident activity in Chi- 
na — lives, says Shen. By Shen’s account, 
the DCF, with an annual budget of about a 
third of a million dollars, is still standing 
because Shen, under Marshall Strauss’s 
tutelage, courted the support of American 
partners — human-rights, civil-rights, and 
neoconservative groups — so that he 
would be less reliant on funding from Chi- 
nese donors. He also learned the basics of 
Western business practice — proposals, 
annual reports, grant applications, and all 
the rest — so that Americans would be 
willing to deal with him. 

He offered to teach other dissidents to 
build alliances with Americans, and to do 
business the way Strauss had taught him. 
Shen tried to tell them he could be “a bridge 
between the island — the exile movement 









— and Western society.” But then, says 
Shen, with the kind of bravado that marked 
Wu’er’s earlier days, “The island disap- 
peared and the bridge became the island.” In 
other words, these days, Shen Tong is the 
exile movement. 


Almost a revolutionary 

Which is quite a claim for someone who 
started out — like most other dissidents — 
in Wu’er Kaixi’s shadow after Tiananmen. 
Privately, most of the people interviewed for 
this story suggest that Shen Tong has con- 
structed a career out of a not-very-promi- 
nent role in the events of 1989. In the gos- 
sipy world of the expatriate dissident com- 
munity, Shen’s ghostwritten autobiography, 
Almost a Revolution, is disparagingly re- 
ferred to as Almost a Revolutionary. 

After Wu’er Kaixi crashed and burned 
within months of his stardom, Shen Tong 
rose like a phoenix from his 
friend’s ashes. Indeed, Shen 
Tong’s career in the first few years 
following 1989 represents the Dis- 
sident, Inc., phenomenon in its 
purest form. 

Late in 1989, Orville Schell, 
China authority and dean of UC 
Berkeley’s journalism school, in a 
Rolling Stone article about Shen 
and Wu’er, had picked Shen as 
the dissident most likely to suc- 
ceed. He had a good head on his 
shoulders and a strong commit- 
ment to the cause. 

Of course, Schell failed to dis- 
close that at the time he was one 
of Shen’s closest advisers, making 
sure the young dissident kept a 
good head on his shoulders and a 
strong commitment to the cause. 
The prophesies of the celebrity 
machine were nothing if not self- 
fulfilling. Furthermore, Schell’s 
wife, Liu Baifang, helped broker 
the film deal Schell describes in his 
Rolling Stone article. In Decem- 
ber, Newsweek (again partly at 
Schell’s suggestion) named Shen one of the 
men of the year. 

In 1992, with interest in the movement — 
and Shen’s popularity — waning, Shen and 
Strauss decided the student should make a 
trip back to China. The operation was con- 
ceived from the start as a media event. It 
was also a study in the manufacture of 
celebrity. Shen planned the trip to link up 
with dissidents who had been forced under- 
ground by Deng’s crackdown in 1989. “Go- 
ing back, we might have sparked something 
that’s already there,” says Shen. “But history 
doesn’t always respond to this spark.” 

He and Strauss had planned the trip 
down to the last detail, apparently assuming 
Shen would be arrested. Shen spent three 
months in China, meeting with dissidents, all 
along being trailed by a French/German 
documentary team, and part of the way by 
ABC’s cameras. Strauss had several people 
in Washington and in the media on stand- 
by. In the weeks before the trip, Shen filmed 
a public-service announcement, or PSA, in 
which he said, “My friends died for the right 
to vote. I’m going to go back to China for 
the right to vote. Please vote.” 

“We knew it would be an effective PSA 
anyway,” says Strauss, “but it would be an 
extraordinary PSA if he was arrested. I 
wanted to bring home to Americans who 
this kid was who was going back to China.” 
After five weeks, the inevitable happened: 
just after Shen had called a press confer- 
ence announcing he’d be opening a DCF 
office in Beijing, he was taken from his 
mother’s home and detained in a Beijing 
guest house. 

All of the machinery Strauss and Shen 
had so meticulously put in place swung into 
action. Within a couple of hours of Shen’s 
arrest, the story was everywhere. Strauss 
had already written an op-ed on Shen’s be- 
half, which was published in the New York 
Times the very next day. He also slapped a 
postscript onto the PSA to say Shen had in 
fact been arrested, and sent out 200 copies. 
“The impact of Shen Tong’s arrest was far 
greater because that PSA existed,” says 
Strauss. “It was done, I proudly say, as well 
as any Washington operation would have 
done to get the story out.” 

Even after he was detained, Shen’s high 
profile made him immune to real danger. 





But his trip was not without casualties. Ten 
of the dissidents Shen had met with were ar- 
rested, their hitherto hidden work in China 
exposed. Shen was allowed to leave the 
country seven weeks later. Those arrested 
for meeting with him were all released, he 
says, eventually. But not immediately. Shen 
had taken the media circus back to China, 


and — like the cameras on Tiananmen 
Square — it was no match for the power of 
the party. 


Most of the people interviewed for this 
story criticized Shen for his China trip, 
characterizing it as naive and irresponsible. 
Ask Harvard China specialist Merle Gold- 
man, usually mild and positive about the dis- 
sident community, whether there is an un- 
derground movement in China these days, 
and she says, “There was the beginning of 
one — before Shen Tong went there.”

Shen is aware of the controversy, but says 
those arrested knew what they were getting 
into. Besides, he says, “That trip really gave 
a pump, an injection to the cause. There was 
more media attention on the movement in 
general as a result of the 92 return.” 

There was also a great deal more media 
attention on him. “On my return, my pro- 
file was raised very much,” he says. “But it 
was not something I enjoyed from a per- 
sonal point of view or a professional point 
of view.” Still, his enhanced reputation 
made it easier to raise money for his foun- 
dation. 

Four years later, Shen says he has grown 
into his role as a dissident, and that he ap- 
proaches his work differently since that trip 
to China. “In 1989, we were all on a ride,” 
he says. “We came out, and we failed, and 
we were saluted as heroes. We got more 
recognition than if we had succeeded. That's 
an ironic twist. For me, I realize it’s not a 
ride anymore — it’s a hard journey. Others 
hang onto the ride, though there’s little to 
ride on anymore. Being a spontaneous dissi- 
dent doesn’t mean you can be a mature dis- 
sident and carry on the movement.” 


Changing China 

His critics have been saying that for years. 

“They were thrown to the fore by a very 
intense street movement,” says Guo Luojji, a 
former Nanjing University philosophy pro- 
fessor who is now a research fellow at Har- 
vard Law School. 

Guo, a highly regarded elder of the dissi- 
dent community here, is 65, slight, and 
serene. A student radical in the 1940s, Guo 
joined the Communist Party when one of its 
slogans was ‘Against one-party rule’; he be- 
came disillusioned during the Cultural Revo- 
lution, and published articles critical of 
Mao’s rule. Even after the Democracy Wall 
movement of 1979 was crushed, and Wei 
Jingsheng was jailed, Guo continued to criti- 
cize the party: an article he wrote called ‘Po- 
litical Issues May Be Discussed’ — a hereti- 
cal concept, and an open act of defiance — 
was published in the People’s Daily, a Com- 
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munist Party newspaper-based in Shanghai. 
Shortly thereafter, Deng Xiaoping expelled 
Guo from Beijing for his views. Banished to 
Nanjing in 1982, he was forbidden to pub- 
lish again. 

His Nanjing University students 
came to him for advice during 
the protests of 1989, Guo says. 
But, he adds, they rarely lis- 
tened to him, determined to 
perform rash — and often 
pointless — acts of defiance. 
After the crackdown, one of 
his graduate students was ar- 
rested, and Guo brought and 
won a civil lawsuit against the 
Communist Party for unlaw- 
ful arrest. He continued to 
sue on other matters, chip- 
ping away at the party, doing 
damage. When Guo came to 
the United States from Nan- 
jing in 1993, as a visiting 
scholar at Columbia, he was 
forbidden re-entry to China. 

Having lived the last 56 years 
on the front lines of political 
dissent in China, even as the 
enemies shifted over the 
decades, Guo feels qualified to 
assess the student movement of 
1989. Many of the young stu- 
dents who arrived in Tianan- 
men in the spring, Guo says 
through a translator, were po- 
litical novices. He pulls out a 
copy of the Press Freedom 
Guardian and smooths a page. 
On the occasion of Deng Xi- 
aoping’s death, nine of the stu- 
dent leaders from 19839, in- 
cluding Chai Ling and Li Lu, 
published an announcement 
about China’s future. 

“The story of a democratic 
China,” they write, “which be- 
gan with the 1989 democracy 
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movement, will turn a new page.” Began. 
Guo has the translator read that sentence a 
couple of times. “They think they were the 
first ones to think about everything,” he 


says. “They think they were the first heroes.”

them are as telegenic and as good with En- 
glish as Shen Tong, Chai Ling, Li Lu, and 
Wu’er Kaixi. No matter that some of the 
residents of Boston’s dissident community 
have done courageous things to reform the 
government in China, acts for which they 
have been imprisoned and exiled. The ma- 
chinery of fame is highly selective. 

And the selected few 
have reaped enormous re- 
wards. Chai Ling and Li 
Lu, who had been close al- 
lies during the Tiananmen 
demonstrations, have that 
machinery figured out. 
Chai, who is now at Har- 
vard Business School, is 
working on her memoirs. 
Li, a high-powered invest- 
ment banker, is said to be 
parlaying his Tiananmen 
heroism and compelling 
story into business oppor- 
tunities in the Chinese 
market economy his op- 
pressor Deng Xiaoping 
created. Both are still fre- 
quently tapped for TV and 
other appearances to give 
the American public their 
perspective on China. Nei- 
ther, however, has a great 
deal to do with the Chinese 
dissident community. Li 
Lu, for instance, writes al- 
most exclusively for Ameri- 
can audiences. 

For Wu’er Kaixi, the ma- 
chinery did not work so 
smoothly. Making the mis- 
take of assuming that his 
courage in Tiananmen 
Square could sustain him 
as a public hero, Wu’er be- 
lieved his own hype and 
paid for it, falling into ob- 
scurity and a succession of 
poorly paid jobs. Wu’er, 
now a father and husband, 
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has recovered control; he lives in Taiwan 
and hosts a Charlie Rose—style talk show. 

Shen Tong had to try a little harder to 
make the machinery of fame work for him. 
His life did not become quite the star-stud- 
ded multimedia event Li’s and Chai’s did, 
but of all the dissidents he has remained in 
closest touch with the cause of reform in 
China. His trip back there in 1992, and the 
fact that his Democracy for China Fund is 
still functioning, has ensured that while his 
dissident star has not shone brightest here in 
the West, it well may shine longest. 

Now Wu’er, once the most recognizable 
face of the movement, works in Taiwan for 
Shen’s foundation. Both say they are un- 
comfortable with the accolades and respon- 
sibilities the West has conferred upon them. 
Both say they are trying to push more quiet- 
ly for change in China these days, by sup- 
porting underground reform efforts. 

But in the end, what can Shen, Wu’er, or 
any of the famous four really do for China? 
Not much, say their critics. In the pages of 
the Chinese-language newspapers and 
magazines, the future of China, and the 
best way to bring reform, is hotly debated. 
And the media stars of 1989 are not very 
highly regarded. 

“I think people have become aware of 
their mistakes,” says China Focus’s Liu 
Binyan, who was not allowed to write in 
China for 22 years because he’d called for 
press freedom in the 50s. “When they were 
still in China, they were too radical and self- 
centered, and acted as stars before the 
world’s media. When they arrived abroad, 
they behaved like aristocrats, seeming to for- 
get the ordinary people at home.” He cites 
Wu’er Kaixi’s behavior, and the fact that 
Chai Ling is never without her little white 
dog, even at important conferences. 

Wu’er acknowledges the harm he did. “As 
painful as it is, | damaged the image of dissi- 
dents in general,” he laments. “The criticism 
I have caused to myself also damaged the 
whole movement.”

under very harsh criticism. Ding Zelin, a 
Beijing academic whose son was killed by 
soldiers in 1989, is an activist and organizer 
in China who works to raise money for vic- 
tims’ families. She has been critical of the 
students who made it big in the West, for 
failing to use their considerable heft and fi- 
nancial resources to support the ef- 

forts of activists back in China. 

Last July, upon hearing about his 
great fame here, she wrote an open 
letter to Li Lu in a Chinese magazine. 
“How come I have never received one 
iota of help from the student leaders of 
that time, including you?” she wrote. 

“Over the years, many of the fami- 
lies of the deceased, including myself, 
received a huge amount of letters, fax- 
es and greeting cards,” her letter con- 
tinued. “How come I’ve never read 
any such expressions from the most 
‘outstanding’ student leaders who are 
now abroad? There's only one expla- 
nation: that you really have not taken 
to heart the group of people who 
shouldered the heaviest sacrifice 
through the June 4 incident. Perhaps 
on your scales they’re just a zero.” 

Li Lu wrote back to Ding to tell her 
that “over the past seven years, I dared 
not forget for one moment those who 
died on June 4th.” But Li did not ad- 
dress Ding’s more important criticism: 
that Li and the other stars of ’89 have 
effectively abandoned those whom, in 
the West, they claim to represent. 

What's at stake here is more than 
personal: debate over the dissident 


gent of late. Economic liberalization and 
Deng Xiaoping’s death have lent an air of in- 
evitability to political reforms, though many 
of the older dissidents still maintain they 
don’t expect things to change significantly in 
their lifetimes. 

Who will achieve those reforms? Not the 


most visible stars of the Chinese dissident 
movement, say critics. They can actually 
hurt the cause by giving it a bad name 
among Chinese: “They make Chinese keep 
their distance from so-called democracy 
movements,” says Guo, the former philoso- 
phy professor. “These stars don’t project a

want to be represented by them.” 

That point isn’t lost on the 
Chinese government. In recent 
years, the party has taken to de- 
fusing threats by simply allowing 
troublesome dissidents to leave 
the country. After that, their in- 
fluence on affairs in China is 
limited, and their potentially 
decadent lifestyles make good 
propaganda fodder. A dissident 
with a prominent public image is 
an ineffective dissident. A dissi- 
dent with a bad public image is a 
discredit to the cause — witness 
Wu’er Kaixi’s rise and fall. The 
Chinese government has come 
to understand the Western me- 
dia machine, and its usefulness, 
quite well. 

For the party, far more 
threatening than a former dissi- 
dent in a remote culture is a po- 
litical prisoner like Wei Jing- 
sheng, hero of the 1979 
Democracy Wall movement. Li 
Lu, with his celebrity friends 
and successful career, is hardly 
a “Mandela figure,” but Wei 
most certainly is: he exerts a 
powerful symbolic force in Chi- 
na, his continued imprisonment 
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a testament to the Communist Party’s ca- 
pacity for oppression, undermining the di- 
versionary effect of Deng’s sweeping eco- 
nomic reforms and modernization. 

Wang Juntao, who participated in the 
movements of 1976 and 1979, is alert to 
the perils of Western celebrity. One of the 
most important figures of the Tiananmen 
Square demonstrations, Wang was sen- 
tenced to 13 years in prison for his al- 
leged role in planning the unrest. In 
1994, President Clinton secured his re- 
lease by threatening to withdraw China’s 
most-favored-nation trade status. 

Now Wang is a visiting scholar at Har- 
vard’s Fairbanks Institute. He is a slight, se- 
rious man of 36, an intellectual, and a for- 
mer journalist at China’s Economic Weekly. 
He arrived here with much fanfare, did a 
couple of congressional briefings, and set up 
the China Strategic Institute, in Washington, 
DC, which helps law firms in China to bring 
human-rights suits under Chinese law. He 
speaks halting English, but he is improving. 
He is also capable of the occasional excellent 
quote. (“If you speak loudly, a lot of journal- 
ists listen to you. | know American ways. 
They like heroes, especially when they fight 
dictatorships and have stories from jail.”) 

He is potential Famous Dissident materi- 
al, but he says he won't be going that way. 
For Wang, as for many other dissidents who 
have chosen not to join Dissident, Inc., 
keeping a low profile is more than a matter 
of modesty: it is also a key to their strategies 
for changing China. “In my opinion,” says 
Wang, “if we want democracy inside China, 
we should rely on Chinese people. | want to 
keep contact with my colleagues inside Chi- 
na, so I cannot be high-profile outside Chi- 
na. Otherwise, the Chinese government will 
cut off my contact. 

“In America,” he explains, “if you want to 
get something done, you have to keep a 
high profile.” Then he adds, “If you are 
high-profile, you can get more money, but 
you can do nothing in China.” S

The Boston Globe's new publisher talks about the 
Herald, cyberjournalism, newsroom ethics, and more 


Taylor the Fifth

EXT TUESDAY, April 1, Ben- 
| i B. Taylor becomes the 

fifth member of his family to be 
publisher of the Boston Globe. The 
circumstances of his ascension, 
though, are strikingly different from 
those of his predecessors: in 1993 the 
Taylors sold the paper to the New 
York Times Company for $1.1 billion. 
Thus the 50-year-old Ben Taylor as- 
sumes the reins not as an owner but 
as a hired hand. 

It’s a cliché to suggest that Taylor 
has a tough act to followgdput in this 
case it’s demonstrably . His sec- 
ond cousin William Taylor, who's re- 
tiring after 19 years as publisher, 
presided over an era in which the 
Globe won nine of its 14 Pulitzer 
Prizes and cemented its reputation as 
one of the country’s great metropoli- 
tan newspapers. Bill Taylor’s financial 
performance was, if anything, even 
more impressive: Globe stock valued 
at $1000 in 1973, when the company 
went public, was worth $120,000 in 
1993, when the Times Company took 
over. 

Ben Taylor is a man of boyishly 
craggy Yankee features, accentuated 
by a bad haircut and, during a recent 
interview, a red tie festooned with lit- 
tle elephants. He went to work for the 
Globe in 1972, and made his mark on 
the news side, where he was a gener- 
al-assignment reporter, a Washington 
correspondent, and executive editor. 
He became president in 1993, a title 
he will retain. Affable yet cagey, Tay- 
lor’s habit is to talk around questions 
and to deny vigorously even the slight- 
est suggestion that his paper falls 
short of perfection. 

A graduate of Harvard College, 
Taylor worked with gang youth as a 
Vista volunteer in Philadelphia during 
the early 1970s, an experience that he 
calls “a tremendous education for 
me.” He’s something of a history buff; 
his recent reading includes David Mc- 
Cullough’s biography of Theodore 
Roosevelt, Mornings on Horseback, 
and Katharine Graham's memoir, Per- 
sonal History. He, his wife, Katherine 
Taylor, and their three children live in 
Brookline. 





Q: Nearly four years after the sale of 
the Globe, the loss of local ownership 
remains a hot topic of conversation. 
Why do you think it bugs people so 
much? 

A: I don’t know if | would use the 
word “bug.” 
in conversation. It’s a sign that people 
care deeply about this newspaper. 
“Locally owned” is maybe a term that 
wasn’t really accurate even at the time 
that the merger took place, because 
we were a publicly traded stock. | 
think that the newspaper has done 
quite well under the merger and con- 
tinues to thrive. 

Q: Where do you think the Times's 
New England edition fits in with the 
company’s corporate strategy? Are you 
worried that it might cannibalize some 
of the Globe's circulation? 

A: Well, obviously, we’re hopeful 
that it won’t. Personally, | don’t think 
that it will hurt the Globe. | think you 
may find that the Times is able to sell 


a few more newspapers in this region. 
Q: Do you ever look at Boston Her- 
ald owner Pat Purcell and feel nostal- 
gic for the kind of hands-on control 
he’s able to exercise? 
A: “Nostalgia” is probably not a 


word that would immediately come to 


mind. I like Pat. I think he’s doing his 
best to turn the situation around over 
at the Herald. But we have tremen- 
dous autonomy here at the Globe to 
put out a great newspaper. And I 
would much prefer, at the risk of 
sounding overly cocky or like a jerk, 


to be in our situation rather than to be 
in Pat’s. 

Q: Editor Matt Storin has given the 
Globe a more populist flavor and 
made a priority out of competing with 
the Herald on local news. Even so, 
there are days when the Herald bristles 
with an energy that the Globe can't 
seem to match. Is there anything about 
the Herald that you'd like to see the 
Globe emulate? 

A: I guess I don’t really accept the 
context of your question. I’m very 
proud of what we do in terms of local 
coverage, and I really don’t feel that

mean, today [March 11] we streamed 
across the top of page one this police- 
corruption case. That was broken by 
the Globe Spotlight team. That’s a 
Globe story.

Whose energy is that? | would con- 
sider that a typical example of what 
happens in this city every day rather 
than the exception. 

Q: The Globe has been under fire 
on the ethics front twice during the 
past six months: for David Warsh’s 
column in which he raised the possi- 
bility that Senator John Kerry had 
committed a war crime, and for Will 
McDonough’s column in which he de- 
tailed his personal involvement in the 


long-running dispute between Patriots 


_ owner Bob Kraft and ex-coach Bill 


Parcells. What role you think a pub- 
lisher should play when the ethics of 
his newspaper come under attack? 

A: I’m not sure I totally would 
agree with the way you framed the 
question in terms of the ethics of the 
Globe being brought into question. I 
think that in both cases the two 
columnists involved — and it’s impor- 
tant to point out that they were both 
columnists — were essentially doing 
their jobs the way they saw fit. We as

an institution take responsibility for 
publishing both columns. And ina 
way they show the strength of the 
newspaper: the fact that we were able 
to publish those columns, and then 
also publish many other things that 
reacted to those columns. 

The day after the Warsh column 
was published, we led the paper with 
Kerry’s press conference criticizing 
what Warsh wrote. With regard to 
Will, | personally thought it was an 
extraordinary piece of journalism. | 
think it shed a lot of light on how the 
Patriots worked — how Bob Kraft did 
his job, how Bill Parcells did his job, 
and also how Will McDonough did 
his job. 

Q: If there was one single thing 
about the Globe that you could change 
tomorrow, what would it be? 

A: I think we need to figure out a 
way to add more letters to the editor. 

Q: The circulation of the Globe, like 
that of nearly all urban dailies, has 
been slipping during the 1990s. Cer- 
tainly higher prices necessitated by ris- 
ing paper costs have had an impact, 
but the culture is changing too, with 
more competition for people's time

from cable and the Internet, even from 
longer workdays. Can the drop in circula- 
tion be reversed?

but where do we go from here? Will the 
Globe and other newspapers be delivered 
primarily by electronic means one day? 

A: | don’t think anybody knows what ex- 
actly is going to happen with electronic 
publishing. We're experimenting with it. If 
the world goes electronic, we want to be 
there when it does. But | think words on 
newsprint — and advertising, | might add, 
on newsprint — is still an extraordinarily 
good way to get a lot of information across 
to people. It’s portable. You know, [retired 
editor] Tom Winship used to say that as 
long as there are bathrooms, there will be 
newspapers. 

Q: How do you respond to the critique 
that old media are dead, and that the future 
will be dominated by interactive communi- 
cation unfiltered by the media elite? 

A: I think that we actually do a great 


service for people. We try to sift through 
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A: | think that there’s a pretty-well-un- 
derstood relationship between the editor of 
the editorial page and the publisher, and | 
don’t anticipate that relationship changing 
at all after April 1. What you try to do is 
pick a good editor of the editorial page, 
which we have, and let him have autonomy 
to do the job well. That doesn’t mean that 
the publisher is either a caretaker or just a 
fence-sitter or anything like that. 

Q: How would you describe the editorial 
slant of the editorial pages? Do you think 
it’s changed under Greenway? 

A: Fundamentally, | don’t think it’s 
changed. I think that David believes that 
the Globe should be a liberal newspaper. 
He also recognizes that it’s important for 
the state to have a strong business environ- 
ment, and that the two aren’t mutually ex- 
clusive. Renée Loth likes to talk about how 


you can be a beret with a brain, is you 


can also be a conservative with a heart. 

Q: During the early 1980s you were a 
Washington reporter for the Globe. How has 

/ashington changed since those days? 

A: My sense is that less has changed than 
meets the eye. Certainly between the Viet- 
nam War and Watergate, the press was ex- 
traordinarily aggressive. Twenty years later, 
is it more or less so? I don’t know. 

Some people criticize the press because 
they think we can’t distinguish between the 
little stuff and the big stuff in terms of our 
desire to ferret out malfeasance. I’m not 
talking about the Globe now in particular, 
but there might be a legitimate argument 
there for us to think-about. On the other 
hand, I generally subscribe to the theory 
that more information is better than less, 
and that our job is to try to find out the 
truth and share it with our readers. 

Q: Publishers have a reputation for tak- 
ing a background role compared to their ed- 
itors: Punch Sulzberger and Abe Rosenthal 
at the New York Times, Katharine Graham 
and Ben Bradlee at the Washington Post, 
even Davis Taylor and Tom Winship at the 
Globe. What's your view of the publisher- 
editor relationship? 

A: The editor is really responsible for 
running the newsroom. It’s up to the pub- 
lisher to start by picking an cditor that he 
or she has confidence in and then support- 
ing him. One of the great things that every 
one of those publishers that you mentioned 
did from time to time was to back up their 
editor in moments of crisis..1 think we’ve 
got a terrific editor in Matt Storin. 

I’m not looking to be an out-front guy. | 
don’t think it’s the role of the publisher to 
meddle too much or to try to be the talk of 
the town. La

In suburbia, nobody can hear your scream

O SURPRISE REALLY that — along with the 
aE Ford station wagon, the “World’s Greatest Dad” 

barbecue apron, and the leash law — the symbol 
of the suburbs would be the lawn. The tangible connec- 
tion is obvious. The burbs are teeming with grassy acres. 
Who in the city could afford to squander so much good 
earth on a decorative crop? And what urbanite would 
invest so much time and chemistry and technology main- 
taining an artificial environment? It would be like wash- 
ing your apartment building every warm weekend. Really 
... it’s that much work. 

But it’s the lawn as metaphor that keeps useless fields of 
grass at the forefront of the suburban iconography. A lawn 
— at least in its idealized, weekend-agrarian-obsessive, 
damn-near-unattainable, short-clipped, jeez-it-looks-just- 
like-a-golf-course state — is a study in uniformity. No two 
blades of grass alike?. Wrong. Blades of grass are pretty 
much identical once you get to mow them. And so what if 
one is a little wider, another a tad greener? They work 
together to create so monotonous a verdancy that if it were 
tan and made of sand, people would call it a desert and 
build a road around it. 

Are we belaboring a cheap comparison between lawns 
and unexciting, homogeneous suburbanites striving like 
hell to lose themselves in their own crowd? You got it. I 
know. Like Huck Finn said, I been there before. 

Actually, | am 
there. Here. Tucked 
into one of those 
concentric circles 
separating the city 
from the sticks; liv- 
ing secreted, invisi- 
ble, and politically 
inconsequential 
amid the realized 
vision of post-World 
War II expansion — 
the sorry result of an 
experiment in non- 
meritocratic social 
mobility that gifted 
America with this 
several-million- 
square-mile high- 
maintenance refuge 
for frightened white 
people. Minute to minute, it’s okay. But big picture — 
overall, long-view — this place can suck out your soul and 
fill the void with bark mulch. 

How did we get here? Well, we got here in the mid 
’80s because we couldn’t afford to buy a house in the 
nice but Reaganomically super-inflated urbanish commu- 
nity where we’d lived happily amid eccentrics of all ages, 
creeds, and ethnicities for years. How we as a middle 
class got here is like I just said. The war was over; the 
boys came back. The manufacturing economy that had 
lured folks off family farms and into the cities was 
becoming history. Whoever engineers such things (I 
always suspected Robert Moses, but that might be a bum 
rap) decided that the next phase was to create a nation of 
overcompensated paper-pushers, married, with children 
... you know the rest. 

There we had it. The middle class emerged, bought 
cars, dispersed, and took ownership of more property 
than it needed. Burned a lot of gas driving back and forth 
to work and slept in poorly decorated, architecturally 
banal surroundings. A bunch of ersatz country squires 
taking their sorry little lifestyle way too seriously and 
working way, way too hard to support it. 

Postwar suburbs came in two basic flavors — the 
fabled ticky-tacky prefab nests of relatively low-wage 
refugees from the old neighborhood, and higher-end 
pretentious developments where the illusion of being 
“landed,” in the baronial sense, was even more 
grievously absurd. Both were sociologically offensive. 
Neither evolved into anything worth keeping. I'll be 
specific. 

Resolved: the suburbs are an environmental disaster. 
Many suburban “communities” were built on farmland, 
on the fringes ofssmalltowns or short-smokestack 4.’ 
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industrial centers. Others sprang up on the remains of 


hastily cleared second-growth wood lots. Almost all 
were built quickly and cheaply by fast-buck developers 
who took a slash-and-burn creative approach that left 
everybody’s yard treeless and infertile. It was ugly, it 
was hot, and it was the origin of the above-mentioned 
lawn obsession. (It’s no laughing matter to grow grass 
in unshaded landfill.) 

The burbs were throw together in a decade when peo- 
ple would have chuckled indulgently at the notion of an 
envjronmental-impact study. In those days, a swamp was 
a swamp, not a wetland, and recognized as the fetid 
mosquito-breeding muck-puddle that it is. So you 
drained it, filled it, and built on it, thus birthing another 
suburban obsession — dry-basement paranoia. 

Resolved: the suburbs are in poor taste. In cities, streets 
are named after heroes, landmarks, and statesmen. In the 
burbs, they’re named after the contractor’s children, 
small animals, and imaginary English estates featured in 
paperbacks with Fabio on the covers. Randy Road, Betty 
Lane, Cricket Terrace, Chipmunk Crescent, Ferncroft 
Acres, Greymaulkin Heights, Fox This, Babbling Brook 
That. Meaningless naming conventions for a lot of dead 
ends, I say. 

Resolved: suburbanites have nothing to do. Nothing 
interesting anyway. They spend a lot of time driving 

because nothing 
in the burbs is 
conveniently 
~-located, and 
everything good is 
far away in some 
city or rural out- 
post. And they 
spend a lot of time 
living their kids’ 
lives because kids, 
the excuse even 
pretty cool people 
usually give for 
living out of town, 
are suburbia’s sor- 
riest victims. They 
really have noth- 
ing to do — on 
their own anyway. 
Except for in 
those few big-ticket suburbs, the schools pretty much 
suck. And dwindling municipal budgets have trivialized 
after-school activities. So the kids get driven to Little 
League or soccer, watch PG-13 movies on postage-stamp 
screens at the local dodecaplex, and bum around malls 
until they eventually learn to drive so they can cruise 
down Chipmunk Crescent smashing mailboxes. 

But being unpleasant, distasteful, and boring isn’t the 
true nature of suburbia’s evil. Suburbia’s sin is fear. Let’s 
be harsh. Suburbia celebrates mediocrity. It’s too com- 
fortable a place for people of narrow vision and slight 
ambition, and it attracts a lot of them. Not much is 
demanded or expected. It’s a lost-in-the-’50s kind of 
atmosphere. Racial and religious bigotry do more than 
linger beneath the surface. (A Catholic Brownie troop 
and a Jewish Brownie troop? No joke.) The dress code is 
unfashionable but never grubby; the sartorial cavalcade of 
characters that parades unnoticed down upscale city 
streets would draw long, cold, disapproving stares at a 
pancake house in the burbs. 

People hide in the suburbs because they are afraid. 
Afraid of crime; afraid of drugs; afraid of parallel 
parking. Afraid of anything challenging or original or 
different. They hang on to what they’ve got and grow 
overprotective of their not-very-interesting posses- 
sions.-The mythology of big-city apocalypse is ram- 
pant. Suburban third-graders are convinced by their 


equally craven parents that if you set foot in Boston, 


Worcester, or (the horror!) New York, somebody is 
certain to drive by and shoot you. It’s a bunker men- 
tality that encourages people to seek sanctuary in con- 
formity, and the whole scene has gone way beyond 
unhealthy. Suburbanites do love their lawns, but notice

If you’re looking for me to tell you there really was a family 
of backwoods weirdoes, including a masked goon called 
Leatherface, and that a kid really went into their house and got 
hit with a hammer, and then his girlfriend went looking for 
him, and Leatherface impaled her on a meat hook while he 
butchered the boyfriend with a chain saw, and then a second 
guy went looking for the first two and got hammered too, and 
then Leatherface sawed up yet another guy in a wheelchair, 
and then one last woman got away and found refuge in a bar- 
becue shop, only it turned out the barbecue was really human 
flesh and the shop’s proprietor was Leatherface’s cousin or 
something, and they were really all cannibals . . . um, sorry, 
but this isn’t a 100-percent-accurate reenactment of actual 
events. The real Leatherface didn’t use a hammer. Also the 
chain saw was a whimsical creative touch. The original also 
lacked the cheesy soundtrack and ’70s hairstyles. 

However, I’m not telling you that director Tobe Hooper 
made the whole thing up. 

The Texas Chain Saw Massacre was — well, | don’t know 
that inspired is the word you want to use here, but at any rate 
Hooper got the idea from a sensational 1957 murder case 
involving Wisconsin farmer Ed Gein. Gein’s exploits weren’t 
quite the over-the-top carnival of crime depicted in the movie, 
but for an amateur he did okay. Gein’s mother was a domi- 
neering Bible thumper who persuaded her son that all women 
were evil strumpets. He cared for Mom alone after she had a 
stroke, and when she finally died, he nailed shut the rooms 
where she’d lived. He was fascinated by crime stories, anato- 
my textbooks, and embalming, and he liked to discuss such 
things with folks in the nearby town of Plainfield. People 
found him odd but likable. Little did they know. 

One day Bernice Worden, proprietor of the town hardware 
store, vanished under suspicious circumstances. Clues pointed 
to Gein, who’d been hanging around the previous few days. 
The sheriff drove out to Gein’s farmhouse and found 
Worden’s headless corpse hanging by the feet in the kitchen, 
“eviscerated and dressed out like a deer,” according to one 
press account. Her head was in a cardboard box, her heart in a 
plastic bag on the stove. Elsewhere in the cluttered home 
authorities found 10 skins from human heads, bracelets and 
chair seats made from human skin, a box of noses, the skin 
from a woman’s chest rolled up on the floor, and more. 

Under questioning Gein admitted to two killings — 
Worden plus Mary Hogan, a 54-year-old saloon keeper 
who'd vanished in 1954. He said he’d got the other body 
parts from robbing women’s graves. Later accounts painted 
Gein as a cannibal and a necrophiliac, but a 1957 Time story 
specifically denied this, saying he preserved the remains “just 
to look at.” I mean, lest you think the guy was kinky or 
something. Gein’s story made headlines all over the country, 
including an eight-page spread in Life magazine. After a 
hearing, he was committed to a Wisconsin state hospital for 
the criminally insane. 

So, let’s check off these parallel motifs from the Gein and 
chain-saw sagas: grave-robbing (oops, I forgot to mention this 
in my summary of TCSM), butchering of victims, use of 
human body parts as an element in the home-decorating 
scheme (this was in TCSM too). Great literary themes. 

Gein was also one of the sources for Hannibal Lecter in The 
Silence of the Lambs. | ask you, how many movies has Mother 
Teresa inspired? TCSM is undoubtedly stupid, but they say it 
launched the slasher genre. Shows you what a man can 
accomplish if he won’t settle for upholstering the seats in 
leatherette.

FTER A SCIENTIST in Scotland 

announced the successful cloning 

of a sheep last month, much of the 
ensuing media attention focused on how 
genetic technology challenges our un- 
derstanding of life — and, specifically, 
our understanding of what makes a hu- 
man being human. 

To science-watchers, this is hardly a 
new issue. The practical consequences 
of genetic knowledge, and the power it 
gives science, have been the center of 
avid debate for some years now among 
the bioethicists, academic researchers, 
and others engaged in pondering the 
implications of the Human Genome 
Project. 

The project is a multinational effort to 
map the human genome, or genetic 
blueprint; according to current schedule, 
the genome will be completely decoded 
in 2005. The project’s American opera- 
tions are based, among other plaées, at 
MIT, where artificial-intelligence re- 
searchers are working to develop faster 
DNA-sequencing devices. 

But beyond schedules and sequenc- 
ing lie the ethical consequences of the 
Human Genome Project, and that’s what 
was being addressed at a November 
conference of international bioethicists. 
Few members of the media were pre- 
sent at the third Worid Congress of 
Bioethics, in San Francisco, but that 
inattention is unlikely to last. Dolly the 
duplicate sheep — and the advances in 
technology she represents — is turning 
the debate from an abstract matter to a 
very urgent one. 

Amid the various plenary and panel 
sessions at the conference was a day- 
long program, sponsored by Stanford 
University, entitled “Genetic Testing for 
Breast Cancer Susceptibility.” Presenta- 
tions on the current state of knowledge 
about the genetics of breast cancer, and 
on Myriad Genetics Laboratories’ plans 
to market test kits for the breast-cancer 
gene, pointed to the dilemma raised by 
genetic diagnoses: although mutant 
genes — which signal a higher risk for 
breast cancer — can now be located, 
there is no medical consensus on 
whether identifying the genes can actual- 
ly benefit the patient by helping prevent 
or cure the cancer. On one side, compa- 
nies like Myriad foresee a potential multi- 
billion-dollar market in commercialized 
genetic testing; on the other, research 
scientists are concerned that a vulnerable 
public might be provided with information 
that may do more harm than good. 

But it was the remarks of a series of 
speakers at the beginning and end of 
this discussion that opened a window 
onto the future created by genetic 
technology. 

Welcoming the audience was Dr. 
Gene Bauer, dean of the Stanford 
School of Medicine. Heralding the ar- 
rival of “a post-Darwinian era” in which 
human choice would replace natural 
selection as the governing force of evo- 

_lution, Dr. Bauer explained: “We have 


the capacity to manipulate life forms. 
We have the capacity to create life 
forms. We have the capacity, both 
through omission and commission, to 
exert massive changes on the world’s 
biodiversity. And we must acknowledge 
that both the magnitude and the pace of 
[genetic] technology will test our wisdom 
to its limits.” 

The next speaker was Jan Lecshley, 
the Danish CEO of SmithKline 
Beecham, the global pharmaceutical 
giant and corporate sponsor of the 
Stanford program. Dapper and well- 
spoken, standing out against the as- 
semblage of research scientists, Lec- 
shley said that the last five years have 
witnessed a “complete paradigm shift” 
in the way drugs are developed. 
Whereas previously researchers would 
discover the function of a biochemical 
system and then try to figure out the 
underlying genetic structure, “we are 
now drowning in structures and trying 
to find the function,” Lecshley ex- 
plained. “This is a revolution.” 

The result: “New drugs will be coming 
out at a rate we’ve never seen before.” 
And so, Lecshley concluded, “For the 
first time in 30 years that I’ve been in the 
pharmaceutical industry, | am recom- 


legislation? 

Clearly genetics has the power to alter 
more than DNA. 

On the one hand, the speakers’ sur- 
prising positions represent a kind of 
self-interest: the medical-research and 
biotechnology industries know that 
legislative decisions must be made if 
they are to survive. Dr. Collins admit- 
ted as much. “One of my fears,” he 
told the group, “is that we will commit 
enough egregious errors early on in 
this process that the American public 
will be totally turned off and will decide 
that they don’t want anything to do 
with this genetic technology because it 
has more harms associated with it than 
benefits.” 

But the scientists’ concerns also take 
their cues from history. The conference 
occurred on the eve of the 50th anniver- 
sary of the Nuremberg trials of the Nazi 
doctors. And the day before the breast- 
cancer session, a plenary panel had pre- 
sented evidence of biomedical crimes 
committed by various nations. Most re- 
vealing for Americans was the talk given 
by a Chinese doctor on the Japanese bi- 
ological experiments on Chinese and 
American prisoners of war during World 
War Il. After the war, he explained, Gen-

mending regulation.” 

Later in the session, the nation’s fore- 
most bioethicist, Dr. Arthur Caplan, di- 
rector of the Center for Bioethics at the 
University of Pennsylvania, put forth this 
proposal: “! believe that the [genetics] 
field — if it is about to uncork the genet- 
ic genie from the bottle, if it really is go- 
ing to say that the time for the genetic 
revolution is upon us — has an obliga- 
tion to say, ‘There will be no genetic 
testing of children, fetuses, or embryos, 
unless and until such time that there is 
privacy protection assured for all Ameri- 
cans, and no [insurance discrimination]. 
There is no reason not to link the avail- 
ability of this technology for those who 
want it to public policies that demand, 
insist, and make [social protections] a 
precondition. . . . That is when the revo- 
lution will begin.” 

At lunch, Dr. Francis Collins, director 
of the National Center for Human 
Genome Research, the federal entity 
that is decoding the entire human genet- 
ic map, weighed in with his support for 
Caplan’s suggestion: “I really liked the 
notion that maybe we should just stop 
doing everything and insist that 
Congress solve this [problem of genetic 
discrimination] or we’re not going to go 
forward on any front.” 


WHAT’S GOING on here? A medical 
dean speaking of a post-Darwinian 
era; a multinational corporate CEO 
advocating government regulation; an 
academic recommending that genetic 
technology be taken hostage until cer- 
tain social policies are in place; the 
director of the nation’s leading scien- 
tific program suggesting a research 
strike until Congress enacts specific 


eral Douglas MacArthur struck a bargain 
with the Japanese doctors: give us the 
test results of your inhuman experi- 
ments, and we will forgo prosecuting 
you. The deal was made, and there is 
still some suspicion that these results 
might have been developed into 
weapons tested in the Korean War a few 
years later. 

And not all biomedical crimes belong to 
the past. A later session described some 
of the contemporary violations recorded 
at American medical schools and hospi- 
tals, including last year’s fertility-clinic 
scandal at UC Irvine, in which doctors 
took stored human egg cells without the 
donors’ permission, fertilizing them in vit- 
ro for other couples. 

With that history as background, a 
summit of national bioethics advisory 
bodies convened on the first day of the 
conference. In a scene that brought to 
mind elaborate international diplomatic 
negotiations, the representatives of 
more than 50 countries, from Slovenia 
to South Africa, gathered in a chande- 
liered ballroom around a large rectan- 
gle of tables and reported on their 
progress in establishing protections 
against genetic discrimination and mis- 
use. Observing this session, one could 
easily imagine that future debates at 
the United Nations might concern not 
the deployment of peacekeeping 
forces, but the disposition of aggres- 
sion-related genes. 

During the course of these summit 
discussions, some of the differences in 
national approaches became apparent. 
For example, in California itself, legisla- 
tors have already gone on record sup- 
porting the right of life insurers to use 
genetic information as a reason to deny 


coverage. In Japan, by contrast, anyone 
testing positive for a genetic disease is 
immediately given insurance. 

The whole notion of “bioethics” itself is 
subject to national differences. A florid- 
faced Dutch philosopher standing out- 
side the conference hotel smoking a 
cigar told me that in the Netherlands, 
there are no professional bioethicists. In- 
stead, training in medical ethics is given 
directly to the doctors, nurses, and ad- 
ministrators. In Holland, he said, separa- 
tion of the caregiver from the ethics of 
care is perceived as a dereliction of care. 

Holding a bulging bag of books in his 
hand, with a volume by Immanuel Kant 
prominent among them, he told me, 
“Oh, yes, | am considered old-fash- 
ioned. | still think that there’s something 
called a person.” 

His remark underscored what 
seemed to be a visceral concern for 
most conferees. In the era of the 
emerging biomedical state — where 
researchers are worried enough and 
bold enough to suggest science and 
technology shutdowns as a way to 
leverage government policy — the 
question of what defines a human be- 
ing has become quite central, while 
the actual ro/e of the human has be- 
come increasingly peripheral. 

Arthur Kleinman, a medical anthropol- 
ogist from Harvard, used the conference 
as an occasion to make this point: 

“Ultimately what links [the concerns 
of] anthropology and bioethics is the 
loss of the human. Early in this century, 
Max Weber said that bureaucratic life 
would come to define our times; that it 
would replace sentiment, tradition, and 
rule-of-thumb with an iron cage of [sci- 
entific] rationality that would disenchant 
us from the world. 

“That has happened,” he continued. 
“Dehumanization is the nature of the so- 
cial experience of institutional care, 
whether it’s in the clinic or the hospital, 
whether it’s for profit or nonprofit. Effi- 
ciency reigns supreme. Cost is more 
important than efficacy. The role of the 
anthropologist is to_reinstill humanism; 
to bring the human back, to insist upon 
the human.” 

Kleinman continued: “Henry James 
wrote in The Middle Years, ‘We work 
in the dark. We do what we can. We 
give what we have. Our passion is our 
anxiety. And passion is our task.’ Our 
passion is our anxiety because we 
carry with us powerful ideas and the 
potential for doing remarkable things 
with our technical training. But in the 
absence of a passionate commitment 
to reinstilling the human, there’s very 
little that’s there.” 

Reinstilling the human is an inspiring and 
comforting thought. But which essential 
traits define “human”? That is precisely the 
question that needs to be answered at the 
dawn of the post-Darwinian era of genetic 
technology. 

Upon release of the film Blade Runner 
15 years ago, the remark of Rachel the 
human replicant might have seemed a 
flash of fanciful sci-fi wit. Today, as the 
bioethics conference made clear, we 
know: this ain’t no movie. a

N THE END, it’s the details that haunt us. It’s Gary 

Coleman (Arnold) at the opening of his video arcade, 

which contains very few video games, selling his auto- 
graph for five bucks a shot. It’s Todd Bridges (Willis), ar- 
rested again in January, this time for ramming someone 
with his car in a video-arcade dispute. And — long after 
Arnold’s molestation and Nancy Reagan’s guest appear- 
ance are forgotten forever — it’s Dana Plato (Kimberly), 
whose video-store rampage began when she was turned 
down for a job picking up garbage. 

We can change the subject to welfare reform or aster- 
oids, but the images stick with us: Erin Moran (Joanie), 
waitressing in a diner two hours outside of LA, sending her 
regrets to the Happy Days reunion; Danny Bonaduce of 
The Partridge Family rushing a transvestite prostitute in an 
Arizona convenience store; Jay North, once Mr. Wilson’s 
pint-sized nemesis on Dennis the Menace, spending his 
golden years as a prison guard in Florida. 

And even when we’re not looking for 
them, former child stars pop up 
spookily at the margins of the in- 
dustry: Real People’s tot corre- 
spondent Peter Billingsley in his 
underwear, astride a mostly 
naked blonde, hitting her with a 
riding crop on a made-for-cable 
sitcom; Lisa Whelchel 
(Blair Warner on The 
Facts of Life), hawk- 
ing fitness equipment 
on a late-night in- 
fomercial; a thou- 
sand Arnold Hor- 
shacks playing 
themselves on a 
thousand 
episodes of 
Ellen, 
Ever since the 
day ’20s moppet 
Jackie Coogan 
subpoenaed his 
mother, former 
child stars have in- 
stilled in Americans 
a reflexive tingle of 
uneasiness, as if, 
somehow, we had 
to answer for no 
longer considering 
them cute. But in 
these nostalgia- 
soaked times, our 
hunger for the 
goods on former 
child stars 
has grown 
obsessive, 
and — 


what’s more — former- 
child-star tracking capabili- 
ties have shot forward into 
the 21st century. 
Log on to the WASHED- 
UPdate™ web page, and in a 
matter of seconds you can be 
faced with the career trajecto- 
ries of Anson “Potsie” 
Williams and Donny “Ralph 
Malph” Most. One link away, 
and you're comparing ac- 
counts of Soleil Moon Frye’s 
18th birthday party. Apoc- 
rypha is everywhere. The 
truth and the fiction, equally 
strange, meld together in a 
grotesque mass of informa- 
tion. (For the record, Eddie 
Haskell was not Johnny 
“Wadd” Holmes. Cindy Brady never sold her body; she is 
involved in silk-screening.) There are more Baby Janes than 
ever, and less space for them to hide in. 

It was with an eye toward this morbid fascination that 
California filmmaker Joal Ryan began filming Former 
Child Star, a tale of faded celebrity and petty crime loose- 
ly based on the career of Dana Plato. Ryan’s project 
rapidly expanded to include an e-zine called Former Child 
Star-Palooza, which features an entire column devoted to 
former child star sightings, which runs along these lines: 
“I shared a table with JOEY LAWRENCE at a country 
club.” What Ryan set out to do was tap an odd pop-cul- 
ture fixation. What she has discovered is an unpredictable 
depth of feeling. 

“Former child stars, they just — I don’t know — freak 
us out,” Ryan says. “It might be a peer thing.”

Former Child Star, which will premiere at the USA 
Film Festival in Dallas, in April, was born out of a fasci- 
nation with “people who are once removed from each 
other,” says Ryan, who is 29 and lives in Los Angeles. 
The film is an amalgam of pop-culture references, 
Tarantino homages, and self-conscious Gen X button- 
pushing, not least because it was shot for $17,000. This 
fact did not escape its director, whose previous work in- 
cluded a short film called How to Shoot a Gen-X Movie, 
and who, while shooting Former Child Star, was simulta- 
neously shooting a documentary about the making of 
Former Child Star. 

Still, when she chose her theme, Ryan was onto some- 
thing. The film makes liberal use of the child-star cliché: 
the heroine, a former child star named Kimmy Archer, is 
driven to crime by percolating bitterness and an endless se- 
ries of fast-food jobs. It’s a craven stereotype, but some- 
thing about it seems true. It resonates deeply with a whole 
generation of after-school TV watchers. 

She’s not the first to make this discovery. When ‘the edi- 
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tors of Might magazine, a satirical bimonthly in San Fran- 
cisco, printed a hoax obituary of Eight is Enough’s Adam 
Rich last year, they let a pop-culture genie out of the bottle. 
Days after the issue went on the stands, the news of Rich’s 
death had spread to the farthest corners of the Internet, 
prompting a wave of keening from former fans, former 
girlfriends, and former TV dad Dick Van Patten. Adam 
Rich was rattled. “No offense to Might,” Rich told the edi- 
tors, “but I didn’t really think anyone would see it.” 

That’s where Rich was wrong. One of the hallmarks of 
the decade is a fascination with low-rent cultural references 
(who could have predicted the Kevin Bacon film festival?), 
and former child stars represent precisely the grade of 
celebrity that intrigues us. 

Greg Bulmash, who tracks a wide range of former child 
stars for his WASHED-UPdate web page, says, “We don’t 
quite separate fiction from reality as significantly as we 
should,” and so site visitors talk about — and care about 
— sitcom characters as if they were extended family. “It’s 
part nostalgia, part love and emotional attachment, and 
part insanity or delusion,” he comments. “That’s about the 
best I can do to sum it up.” 


‘WOULD YOU LIKE TO LIVE 
YOUR LIFE AS SPANKY?’ 

For children who grew up with the Bradys, the identifica- 
tion goes deeper; watching former child stars, we experi- 
ence their stomach-turning drop in expectations, their am- 
bivalence about reaching adulthood, and their grim sense of 
social dislocation. Ryan’s film — which features a former- 
child-star support group, and a range of infantile: so- 
ciopaths — is intentionally cartoony, but it draws on one of 
Hollywood’s stranger real-life demimondes. 

“The reason it’s a cliché is because it’s real,” says former 
child star Paul Petersen, who founded a former-child-star 
advocacy group five years ago. Petersen — who played Jeff 
on The Donna Reed Show and was an original Mousketeer

her opportunities are contracting, rather than expanding. 
Petersen can tell a thousand bitter parables about life after 
the Wall. 

“Would you have liked to live your life as Spanky from 
Our Gang, who came back from the war to Hollywood and 
found out Hollywood wasn’t buying what Spanky was sell- 
ing, and lived out the rest of his life as an appliance sales- 
man at Sears? Did the fame go away? No, it increased. 
Did several entities grow wealthy? You bet they did. Did 
they share? Nope,” says Petersen. “People walking up to 
you and telling you they have a child named Spanky or 
Bud or Chip is meaningful. But let me tell you, in your mid 
20s, that’s very little comfort.” 

Many sitcom alumni insist that the vast majority emerge 
from the experience unscathed, but Petersen, for one, will 
assure you that the dark side is absolutely real. Petersen 
founded his group, A Minor Consideration, after three for- 
mer child star friends (including Butch on Nanny and the 
Professor and Rusty on The Danny Thomas Show) com- 
mitted suicide in rapid succession. Petersen sees relatively 
little humor in Ryan’s project. But he admits the attention 
is useful, as he lobbies for the inclusion of children in the 
Fair Labor Standards Act, and fights for the soul of 
Macaulay Culkin. 

“Look, we're not thin-skinned,” he says, in a tone that 
has become slightly brittle. “We've been the object of 
ridicule and calumny for decades. A little film’s not going 
to hurt.” 

“Do you see how sick this is?” he asks. 


THE ENDLESS RERUN 

Former child stars cannot say 
enough about the burden of their old R 
roles. Susan Olsen calls Cindy Brady P 


“a tattoo that won’t wash off.” Roddy 
McDowall describes his early roles as 
“a demon walking beside you.” 

No one warns you that you will be 
saddled with your character for the rest 
of your life, says Petersen: “It’s with you 
forever.” 

But between their loud complaints about 
being typecast, they also seem to cling to 
their old characters like limpets, retreating 
back for fun and profit. Especially now, ' 
when their very obscurity is salable, they regu- | 
larly embrace their own kitsch value, resurfac- 
ing on prime time as themselves, Item: Gary 
Coleman appearing as himself on Mad TV. 
Item: Maureen McCormick (Marcia on The 
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of the story, Might editor Dave Eggers wrote, Rich was giv- 
ing four or five interviews a day. 

There is, in short, something bizarre about former 
stars’ relationships with their sitcom selves — an ambiva- 
lence about leaving those characters behind. In this, they 
are perfect zeitgeist babies. This is, after all, the decade of 
the tiny backpack, the baby barrette, and the lunchbox- 
as-accessory — Baby Jane territory. And they are particu- 
larly vulnerable. 

“A lot of times, the things that made them cute when 
they were little don’t end up being cute on adults. They’re 
really cute when they're little,” Joal Ryan says, “and maybe 
they don’t know exactly what it was that made them good 
when they were kids, and maybe they start trying to figure 
it out, and maybe they start to imitate themselves.” 


THE 0-T-H-E-R 

In the worst instances, former child stars sink into deep 
wells of alienation. They walk among us, but they are 
strangers to certain human customs. Jeannie Russell, who 
played Margaret in Dennis the Menace and now counsels 
child actors for the Screen Actors Guild, describes the mo- 
ment this way: “It’s like waking up in the middle of the 
desert and realizing your tribe has wandered off without 
you.” 

For Russell, the moment came when she was 17, and 
“knew, beyond the shadow of a doubt, that | would not 
work again.” Someone asks, for the first time, what they 
want to be when they grow up. At some point it happens to 
every single one of them: the ride is over, and the long walk 
begins. 

And, inevitably, part of the star is frozen at this traumatic 

moment in adolescence. In The Official 
» Mickey Mouse Club Book, an otherwise up- 
* beat retrospective, former Mouseketeer 
Karen Pendleton recalls the hazing she 
faced when she entered public school: “All 
the kids crowded around me at lunchtime. My 
mother had said to always be pleasant, so I real- 
‘ ly tried to be, but I was scared. They’d ask me 
for my autograph and then tear it up. One day a 
kid came by and cut my hair with scissors. Another 


. one threw a worm in my mouth.” 


Reflecting on this subject, Petersen seethes with 
the wrath of the social reformer. The way he sees it, 
child stars are knowingly stripped of their social skills 
and launched defenseless into the world. “We know that 
children can be cruel and vindictive, and yet we will de- 
liberately turn one child into the Other — that’s O-t-h- 
e-r — and then cast them back into school after star-

ring in a television series, and then tell him, ‘It’s nor- 
mal, take care of yourself.’ Well, you know, you get the 
living pants beat out of you.”

Monica’s is the quintessential family-run Italian restaurant. It’s 
named after the mother of the family, the one whose fresh pasta 
and sandwich recipes are the basis of the business. Her four 
sons and one daughter are the cooks and waiters, as well as 
the artists who decorated the restaurant with its faux-stained- 
glass wall tiles, cartoon sketches, and nun illustrations (monaca 
is the Italian word for nun). 

On the lunch menu are salads ($3.25 to $5.25), Monica’s 
homemade pasta ($8.95 to $10.95), subs and sandwiches ($3 to 
$5.25), and grilled meat and fish ($7.95 to $11.95). The sandwich 
with grilled prosciutto and provolone cheese ($4.25) is warm and 
delectable; a welcome surprise are the perfectly crisp french 
fries ($1.25), which are lightly seasoned with fresh pepper. 

Monica’s is moderately priced for dinner, with dishes ranging 
from $4 to $13; the extensive menu includes gnocchi, pork 
chops, pasta, veal, steak, and seafood. Monica’s salumeria 
(butcher shop), which is across the street from the restaurant, is 
scheduled to open later this spring. 

Monica’s, located at 67 Prince Street (North End), in Boston, 
is open daily from noon to 10 p.m. Call 720-5472.

DINING OUT 
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A diverting Caribbean subplot in the Legal 


Sea Foods story also stands as an excellent 
restaurant in its own right 


Legal C Bar

T HE ONE IRRESISTIBLE force is en- 
tropy. Things disperse and lose their or- 
der and energy. Even Legal Sea Foods, 
after almost 30 years in the restaurant business, 
has 14 locations. There’s a little muddle in its 
once-pure concept, a little less competitive edge 
in the quality and variety of seafood. 

Time for an immovable objector to entropy, 
executive chef Jasper White — the man who 
closed his acclaimed restaurant, Jasper’s, before 
entropy could dull its reputation. 

We don’t get a lot of story lines for restaurant 
reviews, but Legal Sea Foods’ battle for high 
standards has always been dramatic, and the ad- 
dition of a star like White adds a drum roll and a 
spotlight. By the time “Jasper’s new dishes” could 
be identified on Boston-area Legal menus last 
summer, they tasted like competent, characterful 
variations on Legal standards and on the restau- 
rant dishes where White sum- 
mers in Rhode Island. Rhode 
Island Red Chowder was a 
somewhat peppery, tomato- 
based answer to Legal’s New 
England chowder; clam frit- 
ters were a cleaned-up ver- 
sion of the Rhode Island 
shore dinner appetizer. Good 
eating, but just another layer 
on a burgeoning menu. 

Legal’s second noticeable 
move under White, however, 
was to switch to wood-fired 
grills in all the restaurants. 
That one really puts a rock in 
the path of Old Man Entropy. 
The hotter fire makes a big difference in grilled 
dishes, and Legal’s eccentric service system — 
pay first, get served by someone else when the 
dish is ready — can ensure peak flavor at the 
table. Who says a corporate chain can’t make a 
superior grilled scallop? 

Now we have Legal C Bar, Legal’s old Park 
Square bar redone with a Caribbean theme. If I 
knew none of the above, I would pronounce this 
a terrific restaurant with flawless food, but a bit 
more stiff and corporate than other restaurants of 
the same genre. (Think of the party atmosphere 
of Rhythm ’n’ Spice, or the wilder culinary inno- 
vations of the Green Street Grill or the East 
Coast Grill.) My speculation is that Legal C Bar 
is a diverting subplot in the big story. I can’t 
imagine a chain of Legal C Bars, but I could see 
the C Bar having a long individual run under chef 
Novilus Petit-Frére, a Haitian immigrant who 
worked his way up from busperson over 17 
years. : 

The food is pan-Antillean, and generally goes 
well with the drinks, which are pan—yacht club. 
Bermuda fish chowder ($3.95, $5.95) is highly 
flavored stuff, even if you ignore the pepper 
sauce (Outerbridge sherry peppers) served 
alongside. The basic bowl is a dense, darkish fish, 
perhaps king mackerel, in a sauce with tomato 
and some allspice. The conch fritters ($6.95) are 
impeccably fried, mostly cornmeal, like Jasper’s 
Rhode Island clam fritters but better — because 
a little conch has more flavor than a little clam, 
and because the curry-onion mayonnaise on 
these conch fritters is such a superb dip. 

Coconut shrimp ($8.95) are very large but 
conventional shrimp that have been rolled in 
coconut (and almond) before deep frying. The 
dip is a similarly glorified duck sauce made of 
ginger and. orange marmalade.

Then there are “Petit’s Haitian-style chicken 
wings” ($5.95 per dozen). These are peppery, 
braised rather than fried, and with a sweet-and- 
sour dip that strikes me as Chinese. With or 
without dip, they are the funkiest thing on the 
menu, but the Legal touch is that Petit gets to use 
only the mini-drumstick sections of the wing. 
Where the two-boned parts go, I have no clue. 

I’m still a fan of the freshness of Legal’s fried 
calamari, and the version here ($7.95), with 
jalapeno peppers and garlic sliced in, is even bet- 
ter. It may be significant that the waitress de- 
scribes the calamari as “Rhode Island style.” Ba- 
jan curried beef turnovers ($6.95) are only mildly 
spiced, but the pastry is the yummy flaky pastry 
an old customer of Jasper’s would remember. 

There are eight kinds of seafood cooked on the 
wood grill, and our grilled sea scallops ($15.95, 
$11.95 as a lunch special) were impressive. The 
grilling sears them beautifully 
on the outside, and seals in a lot 
of flavor. The platter becomes 
very Caribbean with a chunky 
salsa-salad of tropical fruit and 
cilantro, the fried plantains, the 
rice and beans, and a little cu- 
cumber salad. I also tried some 
divine grilled shrimp on a large 
caesar salad with grilled shrimp 
($12.95), but the salad itself; 
was ordinary. 

“Acra” ($10.95) is a dish 
with a pretty story. In West 
Africa, acra are bean fritters, 
related historically to the pako- 
ras of India. These fritters 
came to the Caribbean in slavery times, and the 
name was also applied to salt-cod fritters. The 
Legal version, supposedly in the style of St. Lu- 
cia, are exquisite, soft pancakes with a stimulat- 
ing saltiness that demands beer. 

Speaking of beer, Legal C Bar has the well- 
known Jamaican imports — Red Stripe, Dragon 
Stout — and one I hadn’t seen, Carib Shandy 
($4), which is a blend of lager and a mild ginger 
beer. The rum drinks are made to Legal stan- 
dards, although I should warn you that the blend 
of rums in the “Rum Runner” cocktail ($5) ends 
up with a strong vanilla flavor evocative of pink 
bubble gum. The swizzle stick of sugarcane is 
very classy, however. 

Legal C Bar also has a few interesting desserts. 
The tropical floating island ($4.25) is a fluffy- 
soft meringue over a C-shaped, rum-flavored 
pastry cream and some chocolate sauce. This 
kind of light dessert works well in tropical weath- 
er, and it also works in the Boston winter after a 
tropical meal. Coconut-lime cake ($4.95) is a 
kind of layered moon pie over a chunky banana- 
papaya sauce, and homemade lime sherbet 
($4.25) is zowie-good, with a ginger rolled cook- 
ie and a mango sauce. 

Service is excellent; dishes come out in ran- 
dom order, but otherwise the old Legal system 
has been retired. The room has the modern, 
fish-market coldness of Legal Sea Foods, de- 
spite maps and pictures from the Caribbean Is- 
lands and a musical background of zouk and 
soca. I think the tile floor is the problem, or 
maybe it’s just the snow on the sidewalk outside 
the window. 

Mrs. Nadeau says this is the best restaurant she’s 
eaten at in ages. I’m more prone to not-quites, but 
when Legal C Bar isn’t authentic, it’s usually because 
the ingredients are too. good. =

COTTONWOOD CAFE, 22 Berkeley St., 
Boston, 247-2225. $8-$18 (lunch, $6-$10). 
Likeable, stylish, inauthentic, popular Santa 
Fe bar with nouvelle NuMex food. Younger, 
livelier tone than the similar Porter Square 
branch. Good salads and desserts, fun fu- 
sions like “cowboy pot stickers,” Puebla 
duckling, Norma's Zuni roll. For traditional 
tastes, the chili and the black-bean torta are 
nice.

GINGER BISTRO, 95 Mass Ave., Boston, 
267-2868. Sushi and other Japanese dish- 
es. 

GYUHAMA, 827 Boylston St., Boston, 437-

1695. $9-$17 (lunch, $4-$6). At last, an Indi- 
an restaurant as beautifully decorated and 


designed as the fancy Thai restaurants.

cooking and rangy menu at this primarily 
Thai spot make it a decent starter restau- 
rant for would-be Thai eaters. Problem is, 
most of us have already started. Some 
amusing touches: the lightly spicy pineap- 
ple chicken comes in a real half-pineapple. 
A sushi bar has been added since our orig- 
inal review.

FIGS, 67 Main Street, Charlestown (242- 
2229) and 42 Charles Street, Beacon Hill 
(742-3347). $10-$16 From the people who 
brought you Olives, an extraordinary pizza 
parlor. Outstanding thin-crust pizzas lav- 
ishly topped with fresh ingredients. Try the 
bianco (topped with fresh arugula and 
tomatoes). The risotto with corn and crab 
is sheer bliss. And the tiramisu may be the 
best in town. (11/95) 

OLIVES, 10 City Square, Boston, 242- 
1999. $15-$29. Fairly expensive, and ex- 
pect a long wait unless you're a celebrity. 
But worth every cent and minute. The pan- 
Mediterranean cuisine here is served with 
a shot of pure genius, making it one of 
Boston's best (and most sophisticated) 
eateries. The dishes — from the classic 
Olives tart to the “falling chocolate cake” — 
are so inspired it's hard to believe they're 
not classics.

ASIAN GARDEN SEAFOOD RESTAU- 
RANT, 46 Beach St. (basement), Boston, 
695-1646, 695-1651. $3-$17. Live tanks in 
the basement entrance promise superb 
Hong Kong-style seafood. The kitchen de- 
livers with fresh eel, whole roe scallops, 
lobster, crab, and fish in brilliant treat- 
ments. Authentic hot pots, Chinese broc- 
coli in oyster sauce, and a comforting 
dessert of hot tapioca in coconut milk.

Malay 
food is the mother cuisine of Indonesian 
and Thai food, and there are heavy South- 
ern Chinese influences from two centuries 
of migrants. It adds up to an amazing 
asam stingray with a vivid curry, numerous 
other seafood novelties, and also plenty of 
accessible soup and noodle dishes. An ad- 
venture that could become a regular fea- 
ture.

BLUE DINER, 150 Kneeland Street (South 
Station), 338-4639. $7-$15 Not quite a din- 
er, not even very blue, this is still the best 
place to go for a serious meal at 3 a.m. on 
a Saturday night. Very late hours (Thurs- 
Sat), a barbecue menu, and a cool bar in 
back called the Art Zone draw everyone 
from cops to clubbers. (8/96) 
BUDDHA'S DELIGHT, 5 Beach St., 
Boston, 451-2395. $4-$10. Chinese and 
Vietnamese Buddhist-temple cuisine, 
strictly vegan (except for condensed milk in 
some drinks) imitations of your favorite 
shrimp, pork, and egg dishes. I've seen 
better visual work in this tradition, but it 
didn’t taste as good as the best here: 
spring rolls, summer rolls, nam vang noo- 
die soup, hot-and-sour soup, moo shi, 
Lake Tung-ting “shrimp,” and anything 
spicy or with lemongrass.

Boston, 542-2504, -4223. $4-$15. Hand- 
somely decorated Cantonese-Hong Kong 
restaurant that actually nets a fish from the 
dining-room tank for your steamed fish. 
You can taste the difference. Good house 
special soup, clams in black-bean sauce, 
king tou spares, and chow foon as well. 
Late hours, full liquor license. Dress up a 
little. (9/92) 

GRAND CHAU CHOW, 41-45 Beach St., 
Boston, 292-5166. $4-$22. A fancier sup- 
plement to the popular Chau Chow 
Seafood Restaurant across the street, with 
good versions of every imaginable Chinese 
dish, but concentrating on Cantonese-style 
seafood and specialties of the Chau Chow 
people from Swatow and Southeast Asia. 
Notice the Swatowese dumpling soup, 
vinegar dips, grey sole with fried fins and 
bones, sautéed pea tendrils, and a surpris- 
ing General Gau's chicken. (1/94) 

GRAND CHINA, 690-698 Washington 
Street, second floor, 482-8898. $6-$14. 
Huge, somewhat impersonal, but very 
handy dining rooms serving dim sum (tea- 
house snacks and dumplings) every day 
through lunch, and shifting over to fine 
Cantonese dining (with a few Mandarin- 
Szechuan dishes) at night. Soups are 
great, and so are clams with black-bean 
sauce, vegetables with fresh squid or real 
crab sauce, and a comfort-food version of 
beef with broccoli. (1/97) 

IMPERIAL SEAFOOD RESTAURANT, 70 
Beach St., Boston, 426-8543. $6-$27. The 
downstairs of the famous dim sum restau- 
rant, full of big round tables for large 
groups on medium-celebratory occasions. 
The best of an overly inclusive menu are 
the ambitious Cantonese classics: 
steamed fish; lobster Chinese style; Impe- 
rial egg roll; roast duck; clams in black- 
bean sauce. Lavishly redecorated with live 
fish and lobster tanks, without losing the 
rococo, kitschy sense of the thing.

HERE’S A poster 

advertising a series of rock 
shows going up around town 
that bears an unmistakable 
stylistic resemblance to the kind 
of graphics once used to 
promote concerts in the 
psychedelic ’60s. The similarity 
is no accident. As Andrew 
Stahl, a local promoter who's 
co-producing the “Road Trip 
97” concert series with 
Nothampton’s Jordi Herold 
Presents, admits, “We’re trying 
to revive a little of that Fillmore 
vibe. The ’60s are coming back 
around again.” 

Stahl has spent the past five 
years promoting club shows 
under the name Gamelan 
Productions, specializing in 
neo-hippie jam bands who hark 
back to the social and musical 
values of the 60s. “I started 
Gamelan with the goal of trying 
to bring people together 
through the music business and 
trying to raise consciousness 
through music,” he explains. “I 
graduated with a BA in 
economics from Northeastern 
and came away from that 
having learned quite a bit about 
our dying planet.” 

Since then Stahl has learned 
a lot about grassroots concert 
promotion, enough to stage 
regular sellout shows 
downstairs at the Middle East 
and at Mama Kin.

Squirrel Nut Zippers 


HERE HAVE ALWAYS been 


complaints about commercial radio 


formats being too narrow to include good, 


sometimes even popular, music from 
outside a particular style or genre. Yet 
there have always been exceptions to that 
rule. North Carolina’s Squirrel Nut 
Zippers, who come to the Roxy next 
Friday night, have the honor of being one 
of the more marked exceptions in a long 
time. 

Founded by singer/guitarist/trombonist 
Jim Mathus and his wife, singer/banjo- 
player Katherine Whalen, back in 1993, 
the Zippers specialize in a style of music 
that predates not only Nirvana and the 
rise of alternative rock.but even the first 
rock and roll. The songs on Hot 
(Mammoth), the band’s second album, 
recall the swing-era sounds of Cab 
Calloway, Louis Jordan, and Fats Waller, 
blending the proto-rock sounds of 
minstrelsy, pre-blues string-band music, 
jump blues, bluegrass, and Dixieland into 


infectious, jitterbugging romps. But that 
hasn’t stopped radio programmers at 
stations like LAs KROQ, Minneapolis’s 
KREV, and Boston’s WFNX from putting 
Hot’s punchy “Hell” into rotation with 
modern-rock fare by the likes of Bush 
and Veruca Salt. 

“I don’t know whether it’s just a big 
misunderstanding or a good trend,” 
offers a bemused Mathus, “but I can’t 
see how it can hurt to have us on the 
radio.” Either way, the airplay has 
boosted Hot into the Billboard Top 200, 
where it was last spotted on its way up 
from #118 a full nine months after its 
release. The disc has also sold close to 
200,000 copies, four times what 
Mammoth had hoped for. 

Mathus developed a taste for old-time 
music growing up in Mississippi. His dad 
played in a bluegrass band, and Bill 
Monroe was a staple in the house. But 
rather than using the Squirrel Nut 
Zippers as a forum for merely covering

oldies, Mathus opted to pay tribute to the 
past by penning his own tunes in the style 
of his favorites. 

“It was a translation of a great art form 
by rank beginners growing up at a time 


when there was really no one to teach us,” 


he explains. “We were emulating what we 
heard on records, and I'm sure we were 

making plenty of mistakes. But there was 
no one around to tell us we were doing it 
wrong. We sounded good enough to have

Squeeze tops the NE Film & Video Fest

funded Squeeze got a nod from 
distributor Miramax’s Weinstein 
brothers to the tune of a million 
bucks. A less lucrative but no less 
worthy prize is its best-picture 
award from this year’s New 
England Film & Video Festival. It’s 
one of several films receiving 
prizes. The winners are a varied, 
vibrant sampling who demonstrate 
that local film artists are fertile, 
original, and accomplished — and 
ready for national distribution. 
Squeeze (screens Friday April 4 
at 7 p.m.) seems at first glance a 
reprise of Boyz N the Hood with 
local color, but Patton-Spruill 
brings to themes and conventions 
spawned as far back as Angels 
with Dirty Faces a freshness, con- 
fidence, and passion that sparks 
them to urgent life. Three multi- 
culturally correct teenage home- 
boys — Tyson (Tyrone Burton), 
an African-American; Hector 
(Eddie Catanda), a Puerto Rican; 
and Phoung (Phoung Doung), 
who’s Vietnamese — struggle 
toward manhood in mean streets 
around Fields Corner. For them 
being a man means having money 
and respect, and they’re not get- 





ting much of either at the film’s 
start, as they pump gas for quar- 
ters at the local filling station. 
Even that minimal status is taken 
away when a gangbanger and his 
crew humiliate the trio and order 
them off their turf. 

For protection our heroes call 
on a crack dealer and begin deal- 
ing for him. But even as they drift 
into crime, they are pulled toward 
the straight-and-narrow by the 
caring and battle-scarred head of a 
youth center. It’s a classic if not 
stereotypical conflict, yet Patton- 
Spruill captures the bleak anomie 
of the Dorchester neighborhood 
with the jaundiced but delighted 
eye of a younger Scorsese or Spike 
Lee, and he elicits performances 
from the young local actors — 
especially Tyrone Burton, who’s 
even more electrifying than Cuba 
Gooding Jr. in Hood — that 





crackle with authenticity. 
Authenticity is a little on the 
skimpy side in Barry J. Hershey’s 
The Empty Mirror (screens 
Wednesday April 2 at 7 p.m.), 
which places a post-World War II 
Adolf Hitler in a seeming hell that 
looks like a set from the original 
Star Trek. Endlessly perusing film 
images of himself and his short- 
lived triumphs, he discusses with 
colleagues Hermann Goering and 
Josef Goebbels, assorted 
Hitlerjugend, and Sigmund Freud 
how he could have refined his act 
and the meaning of it all. 
Hershey’s insights into the mind 
of the Fiihrer are not as illuminat- 
ing as his deft technique, which 
weaves the real footage of Hitler’s 
rise and fall with his wry and spu- 
rious fantasy into a sublime, if 
nightmarish, tapestry of images.

Fur flies over the Kael “kopy kats” 


It’s been brewing and bubbling for a decade, a big-time exposé story on 
the so-called Paulettes, American film critics at major publications who, 
complimented by Pauline Kael’s personal attention to their careers, seem 


to copycat her singular taste and 
strive to replicate her slangy, 
smarmy rhetoric. 

A Pauline Kael cult? Even 
more, a confederated front of 
Kael-driven reviews? 

Veteran Paulette watchers 
swear it’s true: that her most 
ardent devotees deliberate with 
each other (by phone? E-mail?), 
and forge a common School of 
Pauline position (with Kael’s 
assent?) before articles are writ- 
ten. Paulettes, they avow, have 
united in the last year to swear 
allegiance in their reviews to, 
among others, these five films: 
Mission: Impossible, Tin Cup, Fly 
Away Home, Freeway, and The 
Whole Wide World. 

Of course, accused Paulettes 
say that such theory of a conspir- 
acy is nonsense, and Kael herself 
vehemently denies it all. Ina 1991 
interview she scoffed, “This 
Paulette stuff is kind of like 
McCarthyism — once you’re 
accused, you’re on the defensive, 
you have to keep explaining that 
you're not one, even though 
there’s no evidence that you ever 
were one.”

Who to believe? 

I do know what three some- 
what deprogrammed critics (“The 
Paulettes Who Came In from the 
Cold?”) have told me in extended 
private conversations. Their sto- 
ries are remarkably similar, of, 
early, being courted by Kael her- 
self, and then later feeling intense 
pressure from other Paulettes, 
and, yes, from Pauline, to stay in 
line with their critical judgments. 

In truth, I’ve hesitated about 
investigating the Paulette phe- 
nomenon. Do I want the heat for 
whistle blowing? Some perhaps- 
Paulettes are very nice people, 
and two I count among my 
friends. Do I want to write hurtful 
things about them? 

As for Kael, my two meetings 
many years ago were pleasant and 


cordial. I even asked her to auto- 
graph a book. 

So who wants to become ostra- 
cized as the Serpico of film criti- 
cism? 

James Wolcott (whom I’ve 
never met) is extremely willing. 
The New Yorker TV critic names 
many names (three are part-time 
Boston Phoenix colleagues) and 
backstabs those Paulettes he 
names in an instantly notorious 

also, snide and vicious — 
essay, “Waiting for Godard,” in 
the April Vanity Fair. 

A former film reviewer for the 
Texas Monthly, Wolcott observes 
that, in the 90s, “Movie criticism 
has become a cultural malady, a 
group case of chronic depression 
and low self-esteem,” and that no 
group is more haggard and lost 
than “the true*Paulettes . . . who 
still have one eye and ear cocked 
to Pauline’s opinion as they try to 
re-create her glory days and make 
each review an event.” 

For Wolcott, “the Paulettes are 
like staunch Catholics in a mar- 
riage they can’t leave.” Nobody 
listens to them anymore, so that 
“the Paulettes are now reduced to

Island congressman Kevin 
Vigilante is not nearly as dark and 
profound as Hitler’s, but as exam- 
ined in Joshua Seftel’s frank and 
funny Taking On. the Kennedys 
(screens Monday March 31 at 7 
p.m.), it sheds a lot more light on 
the way power and politics work.

Less exhilarating but still 
fascinating is Candace 
Schermerhorn & Bestor 
Cram’s You Don’t Know 
Dick: Courageous Hearts 
of Transsexual Men 
(screens Tuesday April | 
at 7 p.m.), a largely talk- 
ing-heads portrait of a 
half-dozen _female-to- 
male transsexuals. Not 
quite as in-your-face as 
the title suggests, Dick 
tries too hard to make its 
subjects seem well- 
adjusted and, well, nor- 
mal, barely touching on 
the pain, confusion, and 
ambiguity of their condi- 
tion. The largely feel- 
good encomiums of the 
interviews offer less 
impact than one subject's 
description of suicidal 
longings, or a daughter's 
anguished noncomprehension of 
her mother’s decision to change 
genders, or the narcissism of a 
former 87-pound woman turned 
macho bodybuilder. Nonetheless, 
the film poses lingering questions 
not only about the nature of gen- 
der but about human identity and 
relationships. 

Although overshadowed by the 
success story of Squeeze, these 
other features and a collection of 
innovative shorts (Ted Lyman’s 
“First Surface,” screening 
Wednesday April 2 at 7 p.m., is 
especially impressive) point to a 
filmmaking community in New 
England that dares to confront 
the extremes of experience and 
has the wherewithal to bring that 
vision to the screen.

And here’s Wolcott down on 
his knees in Vanity Fair: “Until 
her retirement in 1991, Kael 
enjoyed -a great critical run, the 
greatest since George Bernard 





painter from rural Maine 
moved to New York, and a bunch 
of special-education kids from the 
South Bronx he has taken under 
his wing.

Fred Zinnemann 


Master of understated poetry 
BY STEVE VINEBERG Fred Zinnemann, 


who died last week at the age of 89, was the 
master of understated poetry, of emotional 


truth wrought by such appar- 
ently simple means that the 
directing process looked like a 
sublime disappearing act. A 
German émigré who'd worked 
on Robert Siodmak’s influen- 
tial naturalist short film “People 
on Sunday” in 1929, he rose to 
prominence in Hollywood in 
the exciting postwar years, 
when American filmmaking 
was acquiring a new, jagged 
psychological realism and 
tabloid urgency and, courtesy 
of the Actors Studio genera- 
tion, acting was _ breaking 
through the old slick barriers to 
an unprecedented level of emo- 
tional engagement. Zinnemann 
and Elia Kazan were on the 
crest of that wave, and most of 
the best pictures to come out of 
Hollywood in the late "40s and 
early ‘50s were made by one of 
them. The difference between 
them was a matter of theatrical- 
ity (Kazan’s) and self-efface- 
ment (Zinnemann’s). Kazan 
was the great poetic realist on 
screen; in films like A Streetcar 
Named Desire and On _ the 
Waterfront and Baby Doll, he 
discovered expressive ways to 
let the camera convey mood 
and character without distort- 
ing the essential truth of the 
acting. Zinnemann rarely went 
in for the extravagant visual 
and emotional fireworks Kazan 
was in love with; his approach 
to his actors was so discreet 
that you got to their depths 
without realizing he’d been 
leading you there. 

A partial list of the perfor- 
mances Zinnemann coaxed 
confirms his status as one of 
the most gifted of all actor’s 
directors. He directed 
Montgomery Clift in The 
Search and in From Here to 
Eternity with Burt Lancaster, 
Deborah Kerr, Frank Sinatra,

and Donna Reed; Marlon 
Brando in The Men; Julie 
Harris and Ethel Waters in The 
Member of the Wedding; Kerr 
and Robert Mitchum in The 
Sundowners; Audrey Hepburn 
in The Nun’s Story; Eva Marie 
Saint in A Hatful of Rain. 
Famously, he also directed 
Gary Cooper in High Noon 
and Paul Scofield in A Man for 
All Seasons, though I’ve never 
thought either of these pictures 
showed him at his best. (In 
High Noon you see him work- 
ing most confidently around 
the edges, in the scenes with 
Lloyd Bridges and Katy 
Jurado.) Weirdly, he was also 
responsible for the 1955 film 
version of Rodgers & 
Hammerstein’s Oklahoma!, 
material so far outside his area 
of comfort that the picture 
seems schizoid, an attempt to 
suggest psychological tensions 
in a relentlessly cheery vision 
of human interaction. (Gordon 
MacRae and Shirley Jones 
smile blandly through their 
numbers, but Rod Steiger pops 
up as a sociopathic villain.) 
Zinnemann’s most remark- 
able work was in The Member 
of the Wedding in 1952 (per- 
haps the best — and certainly 
the most poetic — American 
film ever made about agonized 
revelations of adolescence), 
From Here to Eternity in 1953, 
and The Nun's Story in 1959. 
These are films where the beau- 
ty of the craft is transcendent. 
The most memorable sequence 
in From Here to Eternity begins 
with a melancholy soldier’s bal- 
lad, “Re-enlistment Blues,” and 
a drunken bonding session 
between the hard-shelled, 
good-hearted sergeant 
(Lancaster) and the renegade 
private (Clift). Then the pri- 
vate’s closest friend (Sinatra) 





staggers in and dies: in his 
buddy’s arms of the wounds 
he’s received at the hands of 
the sadistic stockade sergeant. 


| .~Zinnemann handles Sinatra’s 


death scene with the most ten- 
der restraint, hanging back, 
refusing to intrude on the deli- 
cate privacy of this final 
moment between two com- 
rades. The arc of this episode 
ends at the scene where the 
bugler Clift plays “Taps” in 
tribute to his friend while the 
other men listen in the bar- 
racks. This extraordinary era 
contains no more eloquent 
piece of narrative filmmaking 
than this sequence, where 
mood and character are insep- 
arable. 

My other favorite example of 
Zinnemann’s approach is the 
final scene of The Nun's Story. 
When Sister Luke (Hepburn) 
finally chooses to leave the 
convent, Zinnemann accents 
not what she’s gaining but 
what she’s abandoned. In this 
powerfully solitary scene, she 
walks alone down a corridor to 
the disrobing room, where she 
removes her habit and her ring. 
She presses a bell and the door 
is opened for her by a nun in 
another room, whom we don’t 
see and who isn’t permitted to 
view the world Sister Luke is 
stepping out into. As Sister 
Luke walks slowly, silently, 
through that door, the camera 
remains in the room, bound to 
the life she’s abjured. Who else 
would have thought to shoot 
this departure in this way? 
Zinnemann’s choice is a tacit 
denial of easy solutions. His 
movies — whether focused on 
ruggedly physical men whom 
war has turned into para- 
plegics (The Men) or the 
meaning of home to a family of 
nomads (The Sundowners) or 
the longings of an individual 
for community (The Member 
of the Wedding, From Here to 
Eternity) — are dedicated to 
the infinite, often painful beau- 
ty of contradiction. *

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GRAY’S ANATOMY 


Director Steven Soderbergh 
cooks up a lot of eye candy 
for Gray's Anatomy — which 
is apt, if overbusy, since the 
piece is about the master 
monologuist’s endangered 
vision. And what would Gray 
do if he couldn’t gaze at his 
navel, translating the lint in 
the tunnel into ironic, neurot- 
ic, insightful stories? 

Gray’s Anatomy, which was 
unveiled in 1993, begins with 
the performer’s discovery, at 
age 50, that a macula pucker 
(“like Saran wrap, bunching” 
on his retina) threatens the 
sight of his left eye. Being 
Spalding Gray, he doesn’t just 
submit to an operation — at 
least not before going mano- 
a-mano with mortality via var- 
ious alternative therapies, 
from a Native American sweat 
lodge to a Filipino psychic 
surgeon up to his elbows in 
gore. As Gray tells the tale, on 
film, Soderbergh dresses it up

lighting tricks to having the 

speaker, complete with his trademark table and water glass, float through 
clouds or the streets of New York City. There are also interviews with regular 
folks who have had bizarre brushes with eye damage. 

As for the monologue itself, it lacks the collective, political ramifications of 
Swimming to Cambodia, which Jonathan Demme filmed less artily. But it is 
eminently entertaining, even if Gray’s making his peace with mortality isn’t 
as Clear as it is in the stage version. That ends with his beachfront. wedding, 
now dissolved, to longtime girlfriend Renee Shafransky. In the movie, 
Shafransky doesn’t get married; she gets co-writing credit. A better deal. At

SELENA 


Tejana sensation Selena Quintanilla Perez was poised to reach a crossover 
audience with her cha-cha rhythms and cult celebrity when her fan-club 
president shot her in 1995. Selena the Movie is equally tragic. Indulging in 
spun-sugar sentimentality and gratuitous tear-wringing, this bio-pic is 
geared to appeal to only the most ardent aficionados. 

A convincing Jennifer Lopez dons the spangled bustier to trace the chicana 
goddess’s upsurge from state fairs to stadiums. Her performance numbers 
do swing, evoking the singer’s almost alarming charisma. But with the 
exception of Lopez and Edward James Olmos as Selena’s father/manager, a 
streak of miscasting distracts with unintentional humor. Becky Lee Meza as 
young Selena can’t lip-synch to save her life, and Jackie Guerra as the 
singer’s sister/drummer bears a surreal resemblance to Rosie O’ Donnell. By 
the time a creepily unblinking Lupe Ontiveros slinks in as the obsessed killer, 
the accidental amusements have undone the tragedy. Worst of all, the film 
mocks Selena’s short life by dragging on forever. At the Copley Place, the 
Fresh Pond, and the Chestnut Hill and in the suburbs.

THE DEVIL’S OWN 


After all the media hype — Brad Pitt publicly dissing the film, budget soar- 
ing.to $90 million — The Devil’s Own turns out to be an expensive TV- 
movie with star turns rather than performances from Pitt and Harrison Ford. 
Not that they aren’t good in this story of hunted IRA provo Frankie McGuire 
(Pitt), who comes to New York to swing a missile deal, only to have one of 
the city’s finest, Sergeant Tom O’Meara (Ford), get in the way. The violence 
and unexpected deaths are unnerving, but the treatment of the situation in 
the six counties of Northern Ireland is pat, and so is the resolution (this is a 
Hollywood film, so you know the IRA aren’t going to get the missiles). 
Besides, The Devil's Own isn’t really about Ireland; it’s about Brad Pitt as a 
James Bond-like IRA stud (he even shoots a mean game of pool) and 
Harrison Ford as a Ralph Waite—like Walton father figure. Everything else 
proceeds according to formula —— too bad it’s not one that can solve 
Ireland’s real problems. At the Cheri, the Fresh Pond, and the Circle and in

JERUSALEM 


The Holy City of Jerusalem has taken the fall for a lot of misplaced religious 
aspirations over the centuries, as well as a few artistic ones. It’s unclear what 
director Bille August was aspiring to in his adaptation of Selma Lagerléf’s 
novel Jerusalem, but by the end of its nearly three incoherent hours of angst- 
filled posturing, one radiant performance is the only thing that makes any 
impression. 

That comes from Maria Bonnevie as the Carl Dreyer—esque Gertrud, a 
beautiful villager in turn-of-the-century Sweden in love with her childhood 
sweetheart, Ingmar (Ulf Friberg). Before their marriage can take place, how- 
ever, Hellgum (Sven-Bertil Taube), a Babbitt-like preacher, arrives in town 
and converts both Gertrud and Ingmar’s sister Karin (Pernilla August), 
usurping Ingmar of both his love and his patrimony. The converts follow 
Hellgum to Jerusalem, where their faith is tested by deprivation, disillusion- 
ment and... Olympia Dukakis. 

The latter casting is typical of August’s wrongheaded use of name stars. 
Bonnevie, however, is a discovery, conveying not only religious ecstasy (her 
“epiphany” by a stream looks like a Botticelli) but also the malice and bewil- 
derment of a betrayed love. August's pilgrimage may not lead to the 
Promised Land, but Bonnevie makes it worth the trip. Af the Kendall Square.

Suzanne Farrell comes to the MFA

interviewed for the superb 1990 documentary Dancing for Mr. B was 
Suzanne Farrell, perhaps Balanchine’s greatest dancer (certainly the 


greatest dancer I ever saw). Now 
those same filmmakers, Anne 
Belle and Deborah Dickson, have 
devoted an entire film to Farrell, 
and my only complaint is that it’s 
too short. 

Farrell tells her own story, from 
her childhood passion for dance 
(her partner was an armchair she 
named Jacques d’Amboise, who 
became her first important part- 
ner at New York City Ballet) to 
the ferment of her ecstatic youth- 
ful partnership with George 
Balanchine and their profound 
almost-love affair. For her, at 17, 
the passion was in the dancing; 
for the great choreographer, 42 
years her senior and in the habit 
of marrying his greatest balleri- 
nas, the passion existed on more 
levels. Her emotional turmoil led 
to her marriage to the gifted 
young dancer Paul Mejia and 
their tangled departure from the 
company. We glimpse her bitter- 
sweet years with Maurice Béjart’s 
company in Brussels, her tri- 
umphant return to Balanchine, 
and the deepening of her art. The 
narrative is skillfully interwoven 
with images of her recent post-

retirement work staging “her” 
ballets for other dancers. 

The camera sticks close to 
Farrell’s beautiful, expressive face, 
as mobile now as it was reticent 
and private in her dancing. She 
takes out the letter with the love 
poem Balanchine wrote to her at 
the time he staged his first ballet 
for her, Meditation. She fights 
tears when she talks about the 
night she left the company. There 
are poignant interviews with 
Mejia, d’Amboise, Béjart (with 
some compelling footage of Farrell 
in his Romeo and Juliet), and two 
more of her partners, Arthur

Neither is there any 
mention of her two hip operations, 
the failure of Martins and the 
NYCB to take advantage of her 
teaching qualifications, or her final 
painful dismissal. 

The clips of her teaching or 
rehearsing with a new generation 
of dancers in her famous roles 
show a determined, sympathetic, 
and supportive mentor. “If | were 
still dancing, | would steal many 
things,” she says encouragingly to 
a French ballerina who’s having 
trouble capturing Farrell's 


Jones redefined 


A kinder, gentler Bill T. comes to town 
BY JANINE PARKER Is there anything we don’t know about Bill T. 


Jones the man? Because of this modern dance choreographer’s 
celebrity prominence we’ve been told about his sexual preferences (and 


partners), his health, his relation- 
ships: with his mother, with the 
dance critics, with God. 
Fortunately, he’s articulate and 
charismatic. He’s also moody and 
passionate. Well-spoken and out- 
spoken, Bill T. Jones likes to talk, 
and on any given day he’s either 
the apple of the public’s eye or 
contemptuously spitting in it. Last 
week’s Dance Umbrella—spon- 
sored performances of Bill T. 
Jones/Arnie Zane Dance 
Company, however, brought us 
the kinder, gentler Jones: the 
specters of betrayal and ignorance 
and death still haunt his stage, but 
they’re gloriously tempered with 
hope of the here and now. 

Indeed, it is curious to attend a 
Jones concert without once hav- 
ing to duck one of his mincing — 
if frequently misdirected 
barbs; the two programs were 
awash with optimism, tenderness, 
and palpable vulnerability. We 
learn — through Jones the artist 
— that Jones the man, for all his 
occasional domineering unctu- 
ousness, identifies very much 
with the outsider looking in. 

This outsider shows up in a 


familiar Jones motif: a figure 
slightly off to the side of the action 
casually scratching his head or 
contemplatively stroking his chin 
while watching another dancer. 
That figure in Some Songs (which 
borrows from last year’s exquisite 
Sur La Place) is patient witness; 
taking its tone from the whimsical- 
ly sad Jacques Brel songs, the 
movement feels like the first giddy 
laugh after a period of mourning. 
The figure is presented in a more 
overtly central role in Love Re- 
Defined, and two world premieres, 
G&B and Lisbon. 

In G&B Jones is the extrovert 
who tries to cajole Janet Wong out; 
he impishly flutters and leaps over 
and around her, his quirky ebul- 
lience at last compelling her to 
turn and face the audience. Wong 
is elegantly taciturn, her limbs 
describing planes with quiet preci- 
sion as if tracing architectural 
mathematics before settling with a 
sigh, inclining like a mermaid. 
Having brought her thus far — 
center stage, exposed — Jones 
briefly leaves her enveloped in the 
eerily gorgeous sound of Mozart 
arias emitted from boomboxes fer- 


ried across stage by somber 
Charons. Behind her, the solid 
blue (the title refers to the simple 
green-and-blue-lit backdrop) 
blends into a smaller square. It is 
like the window into Wong’s soul, 
fear leaking from delicate cracks in 
her composure. Her sweeping 
lines now reach less surely, seek- 
ing, as if she had been blind. 

When Jones rejoins her they 
dance companionably, with preci- 
sion or floppy pleasure. Their arms 
encircle the air as if cradly babies, 
then their hands flip-flop up and 
down as if catching a Slinky; 
Wong casually tosses off balletic 
entrechats quatres and Jones cool- 
ly — if decidedly less neatly — 
parrots her. Unique but linked 
spirits, they pass each other, arms 
outstretched in recognition and 
reverence. “Only connect,” 
instructed E.M. Forster; in this 
entire duet it is the closest they 
come to touching, and the gesture 
is wrenchingly melancholic. 

The solitary protagonist in 
Lisbon spends much of the time 
desperately trying to “connect” in 
a disenfranchised society. Lisbon, 
of course, could be anywhere: a

fiendish gyrations in Tzigane, the 
first ballet Balanchine made for 
her when she returned. 
Astonishing excerpts flash by, 
some familiar from the PBS Dance 
in America programs and 
Balanchine's film of A Midsummer 
Night's Dream (Farrell was 
Titania), but many never before 
made public: home movies of a 
precocious, adorable tomboy in 
Cincinnati (“Roberta Sue 
Ficker”); rehearsal films of her 
first important Balanchine role 
(when she replaced the pregnant 
Diana Adams in Stravinsky's 
Movements for Piano and 
Orchestra); her youthful, teasing 
Terpsichore opposite d’Amboise’s 
Apollo; her flamboyant, high-kick- 
ing hoofer/stripper in Slaughter on 


Tenth Avenue (Balanchine’s sur- ' 


prising re-creation for her of the 
choreography he did for his wife 
Tamara Geva 30 years before in 
Rodgers & Hart’s On Your Toes). 
Most thrilling are four brief 
sequences from the opening night 
of Don Quixote, when Balanchine 
himself played Don Q. Farrell’s 
solo is phenomenal, a blizzard of 
powerful, expressive movement, 


metropolis where one can sink or 
swim, be both exposed and 
anonymous. Such is the sensitive, 
willowy Eric Bradley, for all the 
world the stranger in a strange 
land. His chronicles find him 
shyly edging his way into the 
melee, then joining an iconoclas- 
tically smaller group; ultimately 
he becomes the vanguard, literal- 
ly pushing others off his turf. 
(Whereas in the otherwise glee- 
fully absurd — and ironically 
titled — Love Re-Defined 
Rosalynde LeBlanc never man- 
ages to break through. She wends 
her way through the hoi polloi, 
her hands clutching her head, the 
existentialist loosed among the 
born-agains.) 

Bradley’s final dominance is 
not triumphant; it is achieved only 
through the ritualistic sacrifice of 
another (Josie Coyoc). A black 
scrim descends ominously over 
the white backdrop; perched 
motionless atop a crawling man, 
Coyoc is conveyed, a priestess on 
a human bier. The seemingly end- 
less cycle of the struggle for 
power lends an air of profundity 
to Lisbon, whose tragic beauty is 
unveiled as the atmosphere 
almost imperceptibly 
with oppression. 

According to recent interviews, 
Jones has lately been caught up in 
“codifying”. his choreographic 
vocabulary, and Lisbon he created 
as a primer of sorts for his newer 
dancers. The surface of Lisbon — 
as teeming and frenetic as G&B is 
thoughtful — is peppered with 
his goofy interpolations of ballet 
steps: exaggeratedly stiff tendus 
and ports de bras, amusingly stut- 
tering bourrées, pliés with heels 
violently popping, drawn-out 
pirouette preparations with neu- 
rotic, fluttering hands. Jones’s 
own language is quietly woven 
into the fray, in sections of move-

off-center, abandoned (the quali- 
ty d’Amboise encouraged in her), 
fearless (she’s practically flying), 
yet elegant, pure, and breathtak- 
ingly confident. Her affection for 
Balanchine is palpable, and 
Balanchine’s helplessness, on his 
knees before her beauty, is so lov- 
ing, fragile, and achingly real. 
Surely there’s more footage 
where this comes from, and it’s 
frustrating we don’t get anything 
more extended than a minute (so 
we miss her uncanny sense of 
musical continuity). There’s no 
footage of her sublime backwards 
fall in the Adagio movement of 
Symphony in C (a signature role) 
or the tortured pas de deux from 
Agon (the last role she danced in 
Boston). Still, what’s here is pre- 
cious. And one of the most mov- 
ing moments of all is her final 
curtain call on the night she 
retired from City Ballet — a clip 
that, like the rest of this film, 
commemorates one of ballet’s 
greatest artists, and one of its 
greatest losses. a

ment so prayerfully serene that 
they seem to be stillness. Dancers 
balance for so long they become 
exotic birds, one leg passing from 
a passé into a parallel back atti- 
tude, the foot flexing as pregnant 
afterthought. Arms crook at the 
elbow, upturning the hands as if 
scooping water, looking into a 
palm’s fortune, turning away as a 
shield, or offering out knowledge. 

His dancers are famously 
diverse of shape and color and 
professionally malleable enough 
to serve the choreography first 
and foremost. In many instances 
parts can be danced by either sex. 
In the two performances | saw of 
the 1988 duet Soon, one was 
danced by two men, the other by 
two women; it is also sometimes 
danced by a man and a woman. 
Likewise, Ballad (danced to the 
singing cadence of Dylan Thomas 
reading his own poetry) is per- 
formed by six women or six men. 

On Wednesday night, Miguel 
Anaya and Christian Canciani 
perfectly captured Soon’s balance 
between the swooning headiness 
and the comic claustrophobia of 
love’s infatuation stage; it seemed 
that their interpretation and aes- 
thetic could not be more succinct. 
Yet Friday night’s pairing of 
Rosalynde LeBlanc and Maya 
Saffrin brought its own glories of 
impassioned tlegance. 

This eschewing of ‘gender- and 
body-stereotyping | find liberating 
— it allows the movement to be 
understood on a much deeper 
plane. (Of course it’s crucial to 
recognize that it would not be suc- 
cessful in many choreographies.) 
This emancipation may be Jones’s 
greatest gift as an artist. I’m not 
always synchronous with his poli- 
tics, but his art is breath and water 
to me. As Jones quoted Thomas: 
“ ... his tears burned my cheek 
and his heart moved in mine.”

A show in the Boston Brahmin tradition

duction to a poetry reading by May Sarton a 
decade ago, the editor of a venerable New 
England magazine recounted a story, more 
myth than anecdote, about what it means to 
come from Boston. A newcomer to town who’s 


making every effort to fit in asks 
an established Beacon Hill matron, 
“Tell me, where did you get your 
hat?” The blue-hair — scoffs. 
“Madam,” she replies, “in Boston, 
we do not get our hats, we have 
our hats.” 

You have to be hopelessly lame, 
according to the _ proverbial 
Boston. ethic, to consider posses- 
sion itself a matter of any active 
acquisition, whether of hats or 
friends or real estate. Either you 
have it or you don’t. Such elitism 
has its appeal, as the wealthy have 
better table manners than the 
nouveau riche. It also indicates an 
appalling amorality. Who cares 
where the hats come from? Who 
cares what sweatshops produce 
the khaki trousers at the Gap? If 
you're lowbrow enough to ask, 
you don’t belong here. 

The current show at the Davis 
Museum at Wellesley College is 
actually an homage to the 
Brahmin hat lady and her refined 
descendants. The exhibit is a 
modest display of artifacts from 
Boston’s own turn-of-the-century 
arts-and-crafts movement, a 
minor episode of reactionary aes- 
thetics born of patrician disdain 
for the inexpensive availability of 
goods made available by the 
Industrial Revolution. If anybody 
could buy an assembly-line plat- 
ter, only somebody could afford 
an artisan-fired model. And like 
the blueblood’s remark, the show 
itself cuts two ways. Even as it 
takes you in with its aristocratic 
poise, it lets you down with stan- 
dards. There are treasures all 
right, but you need to see your 
way past some pricy, sodden, old- 
fashioned dreck. 

The first objects to greet you as 
you descend the stairs of the spa- 
cious entrance to the museum for 
the basement-level exhibit are in 
fact not objects at all. They’re 
hugely enlarged photographs on 
the order of eight square feet 
depicting in one instance a lace- 
making class at Denison House, 
one of the outposts of the Society 
for Arts and Crafts, Boston, the 
forerunner of the fin-de-siécle 
crafts movement. Four relatively 
dark-skinned girls sit in straight- 
backed chairs, each in a white cot- 
ton dress, each with her eyes fixed 
on the lacemaking apparatus in 
her lap. In their midst sits the 
supervising matron less 
instructor than overlord, beneath 
a hat the size of a Dedham Pottery 
plate — who looks mournfully on 
her charges. It’s a telling shot with 
all the verisimilitude of a summer- 
camp menu .on the day parents 
visit. The girls are the undifferen- 
tiated Italian immigrants whose 
craft was craftily recognized as 
having significant commercial, | 
mean artistic, appeal to dressmak- 
ers and milliners and linen makers 
who were also part of the van- 
guard of the Boston crafts move- 
ment. (Among the more than 100

artists identified in the show, only 
one has a surname that ends in a 
vowel, and he was a book design- 
er.) : 

“Inspiring Reform,” in other 
words, remains disturbingly faith- 
ful to its genteel past. Every inch 
of the exhibit would earn the 
blessing from beyond the grave of 
Charles Eliot Norton, whose 
appointment as Harvard's first 
Professor of Fine Arts led to the 
founding of the Society of Arts 
and Crafts, Boston, which cele- 
brates its centennial this year. An 
enlightened shopper, Norton and 
his colleagues were rich in moral 
posturing about the social 
responsibility of art. And like the 
effect of most of the works in 
“Inspiring Reform,” the posture 
was paralyzing. Norton was 
“repulsed by a democracy that 
sweeps away natural distinctions 
of good breeding and superior 
culture.” In place of that horror, 
he argued for “an aristocracy in

which a well-educated group of 
leaders would guide moral senti- 
ment and taste.” 

With such a_ shamelessly 
myopic visionary to lead the way, 
it almost goes without saying that 
the centennial celebration is a 
hundred-year-old paean to bad 
taste. There’s no enemy to cre- 
ativity like an academic. The 
exhibit’s furniture, gargantuan, 
awkward chests of drawers with 


patterned inlays of veneer and 
occasional stalagmites of decora- 
tive extensions, are reminiscent of 
Divine in full make-up. The 
square, weighty jewelry and 
bejeweled silver boxes, with their 
radical innovation of employing 
semi-precious stones in place of 
yesteryear’s rubies and emeralds, 
have the squat, sodden look of 
manhole covers. My favorite is 
the tapered, ornamental perfume

bottle that rises from the back of a 
little pink elephant, suggesting 
that when the aroma was gone 
you could go for another kind of 
ride. 

However, if you’re willing to 
indulge in a somewhat different 
sort of travel, then the show offers 
some camp extravaganzas that 
must be seen to be disbelieved. 
Pay particular attention to the 
photographs. The images put to 
rest once and for all any argument 
about pornography’s indebted- 
ness to repression. Note F. 
Holland Day’s 1905 Nude Youth 
in Maine, in which a distant, 
dimly lit, lithe figure stands with 
his arms raised on a dark, misty 
precipice that juts into the water 
of a narrow bay; his whole being 


| appears to be at attention at the 


prospect of the crack of dawn. 
Note, too, the seven sequential 
head shots by the same photogra- 
pher of the naked man with the 
beard and the thorny tiara. It 


| begins with his eyes rolling back- 


wards; in the middle photos the 
neck rotates, the mouth opens, an 
ecstatic grimace takes over his 
face, and in the last frame he falls 
into sleep. The Seven Last Words 
of Christ reads like a study of the 
orgasmic reward of Victorian 
bondage and discipline. 

No less outrageous are Sarah 
Choate Sears’s pictures of her 
cherubic daughter, Helen. They 
mean to be angelic portraits of a 
little girl, but what they do is 
presage Robert Mapplethorpe. In

Leander Plummer’s A School of 
Bluefish and Tern over Sand 
Smelt that you realize you’re in 
the capital city of bad taste. Six 
feet long and two feet tall, the 
glistening frieze depicts a fury of 
twisting fins and pulsing gills and 
slapping fish tails as well as two 
submerged, feeding birds — all 
this done in polished and darkly 
stained white pine.

back; she holds her’ body rigidly, 
allowing him to pitch her forward, 
then backwards, to whirl her 
about quickly, then stop sudden- 
ly, balanced on one stiletto’d foot. 
As the plaintive strains of a ban- 
doneén orchestra rise, he teases 
the space between her legs, flick- 
ing his foot dangerously higher 
and more violently with each step. 
She joins into the game, slicing 
the air between his knees, wield- 
ing her foot like a knife with 
rhythmic precision, faster and 
faster, until their legs are a blur of 
cutting motion. Finally she arches 
her back in complete submission 
and lunges precariously toward 
the ground, her body supported 
solely by his sure grip. 

This could only be tango. Luis 
Bravo's Forever Tango is in town 
at the Wilbur Theatre through 
April 13, thrilling audiences with 
impressive dances of desire 
improbably derived from a 19th- 
century culture of male loneli- 
ness and lust. 


The tango boasts a checkered 
pedigree: incubated in the bar- 
rios of South American cities 
when European’ immigrants 
mixed with gauchos, the dance 
flourished as a titillating diver- 
sion in the ballrooms of Paris 
during the teens before being 
embraced as a national pastime 
by Argentinians in the 1920s. 
Rudolph Valentino’s sexy screen 
persona cemented an American 
audience for the dance; by mid 
century, the idea of tango had 
entered common American par- 
lance as a synonym for passion 
and eroticism. 

Today, tango bars dot the 
world, with strong footholds in 
Tokyo, Helsinki, even Beijing.

Bravo’s show has been touring 
an international circuit for at 
least seven years, and it was the 
hit of the 1996 Spoleto Festival. 
To judge by the opening-night 
standing ovation, this limited 
Boston engagement will number 
among its triumphs. 

Sticking to a simple revue for- 
mat, the show offers little of the 
opulence of the Tango Argentino 
of the 1980s or the splashy 
pyrotechnics of current dance 
spectaculars like Riverdance. 
There’s no set to speak of here, 
and lighting effects are mostly of 
the on-off variety. The costumes

20 years ago had a close 
encounter with a guy named 
Oscar (she was nominated for 
Lenny). The two portray the same 
characters all evening and there- 
fore get.less of a workout than do 
their colleagues, Catherine 
Jeand’heur and Ed Peed, who 
skitter in and out like a case of 
reacquaintance interruptus in a 
variety of caricatured roles. 

Austin, it turns out, had a one- 
evening romantic (though pris- 
tine) encounter with Ruth that 
she’s never forgotten. That’s 
because he spoke of a too-perfect 
life and the constant foreboding 
of incipient tragedy; she has, in 
the ensuing years, crashed into a 
few, including the deaths of a 
spouse and her only child, not to 
mention the train wreck of a third 
(and fourth) marriage out of 
which she has not yet pulled her- 
self, to a “Marlboro Man” who 
has hit and bankrupted yet loved 
her. Austin, by contrast, has never 
met the doom he feared; even his 
marriage was civilly and passion- 
lessly dissolved. What becomes 
gently, gradually evident toward 
the end of the play is that this 
double missed connection with 
Ruth is his tragedy. And he meets 
it, as she predicts he will, by 
squaring his shoulders and 
straightening his tie. Meanwhile, 
the playwright surrounds him 
with enough garishly gut-spilling 
minor characters to turn Geraldo 
Rivera into Cotton Mather. 

As usual, Gurney’s touch is lit- 
erate and ironic, his mood bitter- 
sweet. His late-life Romeo and 
Juliet are sympathetic, and the 
more agitated lot who bombard 
them — in particular, a passion-

habit even as he drips near-sensu- 
ous paeans to one after another 
tube of tobacco — are funny. The 
detailing, from the aptly autumnal 
setting to the use of off-stage 
music and the recurring appear- 
ance of the phrase “out of tune,” 
is deft. But in Robert Walsh’s pro- 
duction, some of the caricatures 
are way over the top, and the 
blond-banged, baby-voiced 
Perrine, even 25 years after she 
played Montana Wildhack in 
Slaughterhouse Five, is a tad too 
sex-kittenish for the warm, know- 
ing Ruth. Heitman has the right 
blend of silver-haired suavity and 
boyishness for Gurney, but he’s 
wooden, even for Austin. 
Nevertheless, this is a polished 
professional effort, boasting a 
handsome set by Crystal Tiala 
that suggests both the weight 
and the grace of “old” Boston 
and, with its backdrop of twinkly 
stars, the element of Gurney 
that’s not quite real. My quibble 
is with director Walsh, who, 
though he allows the central 
relationship to rekindle with a 
sort of slinky sweetness, beats 
the admittedly eccentric minor 
characters with a club. Ed Peed 
comically intense and 
waspish as the smoker; hilari- 
ously dorky as a computer 
dweeb; and cracker-sharp as a 
transplanted Southerner who 
attributes the “frankness” of the 
Jewish people to centuries of 
persecution — is more success- 
fully deployed than Catherine 
Jeand’heur, an energetic, capa- 
ble actress some of whose 
clowning here is more outré than 
her wigs. & 


Forever Tango comes ‘to life 
when the dancers hold forth. 
Bravo has assembled seven 
world-class couples and allowed 
them to choreograph their own 
routines to highlight their dis- 
tinctive styles. Carlos Gavito and 
Marcela Duran provide stately 
bearing as an older man regret- 
fully in pursuit of a younger 
woman. Jorge Torres and Karina 
Piazza tear up the stage with a 
furious flurry of footwork. 
Claudia Mendoza and _ Luis 
Castro portray a comic couple 
playfully out of step but some- 
how always together on the 
downbeat. And Guillermo Merlo 
and Cecilia Sala mine a sus- 
tained lyricism uncommon in 
tango. 

The machismo roots of tango 
linger in its inescapable misogy- 
nism, which is showcased here 
in a final acrobatic specialty 
dance. Fabio Narvaez bends 
partner Miriam Larici like a 
pretzel, whirls her overhead, 
then casts her to the floor to step 
defiantly between her legs. He 
picks her up high overhead again 
and spins seemingly out of con- 
trol, supporting her only by her 
thighs as she leans with one arm 
on his shoulder. He scoops her 
into his arms to roll her, like a 
bowling ball, across the stage, 
where she ends clutching an 
oversized prop _bandone6n. 
Blackout. The crowd goes 
absolutely wild. 

The moral of the show, then, is 
that it takes at least three to 
tango: a man to confess his long- 
ing, a woman to be seduced, and 
an audience of voyeurs drawn to 
their danced passion. Go, and 
prepare to be aroused. & 
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SpeakEasy visits subUrbia 
BY SCOTT T. CUMMINGS Eric Bogosian is a baby boomer’s Lenny 


Bruce. In such acid-tongued monologues as Sex, Drugs, Rock & Roll 
and Pounding Nails in the Floor with My Forehead, he has tapped into 


the wellspring of American anger 
and addiction and released it with 
geyser-hot fury. Even his first 
play, Talk Radio, is a virtual solo 
piece, centering as it does on a 
misanthropic and inflammatory 
radio shock jock. With subUrbia, 
now on view at the BCA in a 
potent production by SpeakEasy 
Stage Company, Bogosian pur- 
sues a more conventional dra- 
matic form, with equal vehe- 
mence and mixed results. 
Bogosian grew up in Woburn, 
and subUrbia is his valentine to 
those he left behind. The play 
offers a now savage, now sympa- 
thetic portrait of Generation X 
and its special brand of youthful 
alienation. Workshopped at the 
American Repertory Theatre’s 
Institute for Advanced Theatre 
Training as far back as 1989, the 
play premiered at Lincoln Center 
in 1994 and has been recently 
released as a film. The SpeakEasy 
production, directed by Steven 
Maler, features a strong, well-bal- 
anced ensemble cast who interact 
with persuasive peer-group rap- 
port. As a group, they bring a nat- 
ural ease and _ vitality to

Bogosian’s schematically con- 
trived characters. 

The play takes place in the park- 
ing lot of a suburban convenience 
store run by a Pakistani brother 
and sister (Amir-Hooman Darvish 
and Shonali Banerjee). It serves as 
the nightly hangout for five aimless 
twentysomethings: Tim (Michael 
McLaughlin), the alcoholic racist 
jerk who quit the Air Force and 
came home; Buff (Willy 
O’Donnell), the _ roller-blading 
party animal who plays street 
hockey with Oreos for pucks; Jeff 
(Davidlee Willson), the moody 
intellectual too cool to go to col- 
lege; Sooze (Valerie Stanford), the 
would-be performance artist head- 
ed for art school in New York; and 





Bee-Bee (Kate Luhr), a rehab out- 
patient who changes bedpans at 
the local hospital. On the night in 
question they are waiting the 
arrival of Pony (Rik Sansone), 
their high-school pal who is mak- 
ing it as a rock star and is back in 
town for a big concert. His return, 
in the company of his foxy publi- 
cist, Erica (Sims McCormick), 
sets the slackers’ shapeless lives 
into sharp relief and serves as the 
catalyst for a stormy all-night 
adventure. 

Susan Zeeman Rogers pro- 
vides a realistic set marked by 
smart and subtle details that take 
on an ironic resonance. She 
places the script’s requisite 
wooden bench directly beneath a

Notice” sign that hangs on the 
Kwik Mart’s yellow cinder-block 
wall. The yellow Boston Herald 
newsbox in the corner displays a 
newspaper with a prescient head- 
line in banner, type: “DEATH 
WISH, Even the (all-too-famil- 
iar) harfdicapped-parking symbol 
(also yellow) painted on the floor 
center stage comes to suggest 
something about the locals who 
call this spot home. 

What is their handicap? Is a 
latent death wish the cause or the 
effect of their endless loitering in 
this asphalt purgatory? 
Bogosian’s lost souls are caught 
to various degrees between a 
nagging urge to make the world a 
better place (through art or 
activism, whatever) and the 
absolute belief that this is impos- 
sible (and therefore naive and 
stupid). This gap amounts to an 
existential abyss into which they 
piss and puke and pour their vit- 


riol, but it never fills up. So they 
live a life punctuated by poptops 
and grunge, trying to numb the 


pain and strike “a _ balance 
between Nietzsche and 
Bukowski.” 


Bogosian’s sociology may come 
straight out of Newsweek, but it 
makes for amusing banter until he 
forces the issue late in the third 
act. In an effort to deliver a gut- 
wrenching climax, he ends up 
grasping at dramaturgical straws: 
Lenny Bruce yields to Billy Joel, 
brooding pathos gives way to 
maudlin sentiment, verbal vio- 
lence gets physical, guns come 
out, characters pair off, some- 
body dies. In a world where noth- 
ing happens, suddenly everything 
happens. Bogosian would have 
been better off leaving loose ends 
loose. But that does not prevent 
SpeakEasy from serving up a slice 
of Reagan-era suburban life that 
is funny one moment and searing 
the next. ge 





mAlicious acts 


Waiting for Whitey; mAlice 


BY SIMON HOUPT Critics of Quentin Tarantino have got it all 
wrong. Those who see the white-hot writer/director as an antichrist in 
wrap-around shades maintain that his movies corrupt young minds 


and promote violence in society. 
They’re right on one count — he 
certainly is a bad influence. But 
as the years pass, it’s becoming 
apparent that Tarantino’s effect 
isn’t social; it’s aesthetic. Despite 
dire prophesies, natural-born 
killers aren’t taking the country 
by storm. Little Quentin wanna- 
bes, however, are a different mat- 
ter. Like everyone at the office 
who’s got an idea for a Seinfeld 
episode, Tarantino clones are 
breeding like yeast in sugar. 

Take Waiting for Whitey (at 
the Lansdowne Street Playhouse 
through April 6). Pre-Quentin, 
George MacDonald’s new play 
might have been content to be a 
straightforward yarn about dis- 
honor among thieves. But that’s 
not enough anymore. So ‘as the 
lights come up, we're treated to 
the incuzg.sus spectacle of a 
mobster chugging Southern 
Comfort and Polar Seltzer while 
doing a bump-and-grind to some 
James Brown funk. Later, this 
same con will lip-synch to the 
Ronettes’ “Be My Baby,” even 
though his actions have nothing 
to do with anything else on stage. 








In the Post-Quentin era, the irony 
of a killer singing along to a 
peppy ’60s love song is its own 
justification. 

Well, almost. Whitey is a simple 
tale of two small-time hoods who 
plot to knock off the big man in 
town. Peopled by a dull sextet of 
felons, the play fails to provide 
much comic fodder for its obser- 
vations of mob life. Sure, there’s 
occasional humor: the title char- 
acter is a religious nut who covers 
his walls with things like a black- 
velvet reproduction of Leonardo’s 
Last Supper and says things like 
“Judge not lest ye be judged, now 
shut your fuckin’ mouth.” But 
that stuff’s more risible than gen- 
uinely comic. 

When the end is nigh and a 
chainsaw-happy mobster takes 
the stage to dismember a couple 
of the dimwitted criminals, it’s 








faintly amusing to hear his theme 
song float over the sound system: 
Patsy Cline’s “I Fall to Pieces.” 
Yet the moment, with its comical- 
ly gruesome juxtaposition, is an 
obvious echo of the classic ear- 
slicing moment in Reservoir Dogs. 
It’s tough not to wince as the two 
scenes collide in the mind. 

Sometimes that kind of disso- 
nance works to a show’s advan- 
tage, as it does in TheatreZone’s 
first collective creation. mAlice 
(at the Actors Workshop through 
April 12) gives us a new vision of 
Alice in Wonderland, one of a girl 
who has fallen through the rabbit 
hole from Victorian England into 
the irretrievably bizarre world of 
tabloid-obsessed _fin-de-siécle 
America. And how much more 
bizarre that is when the audience 
gets to have its way with the hero- 
ine! mAlice is actually a full- 
length 80-minute improv with a 
few predetermined plot points, so 
it lives or dies by the audience’s 
enthusiasm and imagination: the 
wackier, the better. 

At the performance I attended, 
at the behest of the audience, 
Alice became an exhibitionistic

tattoo artist living in Walla Walla, 
Washington, harboring - secret 
desires to play for the NFL and 
seduce Ricardo Montalban. The 
troupe of four actors gamely 
mined the immediate comic pos- 
sibilities, with Henry Balzarini 
showing a particularly broad 
range in a number of roles that 
included a nerdy Boston College 
theater major, Fantasy Island’s 
Montalban, a rich New England 
football magnate, and a cross- 
dressing lounge singer named 
Chastity. 

mAlice gets its pop-culture tar- 
gets in sight when Alice finds her- 
self at the center of a recrimina- 
tion-filled talk show populated by 
the usual rogues gallery of guests: 
Alice’s brother, shilling a tell-all 
book; her mother, from whence all 
dysfunction flows; her exhibition- 
istic fifth-grade teacher. With the 





willing participation of the audi- 
ence and a small group of addi- 
tional actors, the improv briefly 
reaches absurd, frenetic heights. 
But there’s a reason real talk shows 
are finely choreographed: natural 
chaos isn’t much fun to watch 
(unless you’re a fan of the 
McLaughlin Group), and _ this 
improv, which credits direction to 
Danielle Fauteux Jacques, desper- 
ately needs someone to rein it in. 
For that matter, so does the 
entire second half of the show. 
Full-length improvs are notorious- 
ly tough to maintain, and after the 
initial comic possibilities are spent, 
mAlice takes a ponderous and 
pontificating turn. Buckling under 
its own inertia, it ends not with a 
bizarre bang but with a conven- 
tional whimper. After the inspired 
beginnings, that’s the strangest 
thing to happen all evening. %

TWELVE YEARS AGO, Rounder 
Records co-founder Ken Irwin lis- 
tened to an unsolicited demo tape 
from a Champaign (Illinois) bluegrass 
band. The band were okay, but the 
singer was something else again — a 
14-year-old fiddle-contest champion 
named Alison Krauss. Rounder 
signed her up. Krauss has been pitk- 
ing up awards and accolades ever 
since —- from the Country Music 
‘Association and _ International 
Bluegrass Music Association, plus a 
Nashville Music Award as Best 


- Vocalist (1996) and a handful of 


Grammys going all the way back to 
1990. It all culminated in 1995's Now 
That I've Found You, a compilation of 
previously released and unreleased 
material that scored double platinum 
_(two million sold) on Billboard’s pop- 
album chart. A big boost for tradition- 
al acoustic country music and blue- 
‘grass, and for Rounder in particular, 
it was the company’s first platinum 
disc ever —- the only other Rounder 
releases that ever came close are blues 
stomper George Thorogood and the 
Destroyers’ first two albums, which 
are certified gold (500,000 copies). 
Through it all, Krauss has stuck 


with Rounder, even though the sto- © 


ries of major-label suitors have 
become the stuff of music-biz lore. 
“Next to my wife, and a few early 
girlfriends, | have never pursued a 
woman harder than I have Alison 
Krauss,” Asylum Records boss Kyle 
Lehning told the New York Times. 
“She’s had offers from just about 
everybody,” concurs Rounder pro- 
motion and marketing man Brad 
Paul. And he quotes MCA Nashville’s 
Tony Brown: “I’ve got a contract in 
my desk drawer with Alison’s name 
on it anytime she’s ready to sign.” 

But Krauss has been adamant 
about sticking with Rounder. She 
and Union Station pick and produce 
their own material, and Krauss has 
gotten to produce and perform with 
her friends the country/gospel 
singing Cox Family. “I really like 
those guys at Rounder,” she told the 
Times. “I’ve got everything I want.” 
She’s shunned big production, and 
the new album is no different. “No 
drums, no electric guitar,” points 
out Brad Paul. In the meantime, with 
some personnel changes and the 
seasoning of experience, Union 
Station have become one of the most 
respected bluegrass bands in the 
business. 

Not that the marketing of Krauss 
hasn’t been shrewd. Her commercial 
breakthrough was precipitated by her 
participation in the multi-artist Keith 
Whitley: A Tribute Album. (BNA). 
The album’s first single, a group 
vocal, had gone flat at radio. Krauss’s 
manager, Denise Stiff, recommended 
that BNA join forces with Rounder to 
promote Krauss’s cover of “When 
You Say Nothing at All,” which was 
on both the Whitley tribute and the 
upcoming Krauss/Rounder CD, 
Now That I’ve Found You. It took 
off and in the process helped spawn 
the: “Americana” format that favors 
artists like Krauss, Chris Smither, 
John Hiatt, and other artists who 
fall between the cracks. This is a 
format that’s also been good to 
Rounder, giving airplay (and sales) 
to artists like Slaid Cleaves, Barry & 
Holly Tashian, and the Cox Family, 
plus the label’s Nanci Griffith back 
catalogue. 

But even with all Krauss’s success, 
Paul still finds some traditional 
country outlets resistant. “I keep 
hearing that country radio seems to 
be getting stale, too many of the 
same ‘hat acts,’ and they all sound 
alike. Well, here I’ve got an artist 
that everybody knows who she is, 
she’s a proven commodity, and she 
doesn’t sound like everybody else. 
That would seem to be a good anti- 
dote for what people feel is ailing 
country radio right now.” -

Like makin’ love 


Alison Krauss delivers heart and soul 
BY CHARLES TAYLOR For pop fans, traditional music 


is what you feel you should listen to instead of what you 
want to listen to. It’s the highest praise I can give Alison 


Krauss and Union Station that their new 
album, So Long So Wrong (Rounder), is 
something | want to listen to. 

I’m one of the couple million people who 
got converted to Krauss with her last album, 
the felicitously. titled compilation Now That 
I've Found You. The essence of her appeal is 
that she offers emotional purity without the 
stuffiness of purists. Her approach her 
clean, crystalline voice, so delicate it seems 
to waft to you on a whisper, so sturdy it’s 
like a crocus that makes itself visible on an 
early spring day, before the chill of winter is 
gone from the air — makes no place for the 
overstatement of the melodrama queens 
who currently dominate pop balladry. 
(Watching the horror that is Celine Dion on 
the Grammys a few weeks back, | was 
reminded of how, during the "76 Olympics, 
Nadia Comenici would emotionlessly exe- 
cute a perfect routine, then flash a mechan- 
ical smile at the cameras.) And the quiet 
emotional fullness of Krauss’s delivery 
which comes out of an almost gospel-like 
sense of acceptance and serenity, even when 
she’s singing about emotional devastation 
— obliterates the colorless quality of singers 
who have sometimes tread the same territo- 
ry. (To put it another way: you can get rid of 
those old Linda Ronstadt records now.) 

What Krauss and Union Station play is, 
technically, bluegrass. But bluegrass to them 
seems more a matter of instinct and feeling, 
of bringing a sensibility steeped in that 
music to bear on what wouldn’t normally be 
classified as bluegrass. That’s why, on Now 
That I’ve Found You, covers of the Beatles, 
Bad Company, and the Foundations didn’t 
sound out of place next to more-traditional 
numbers like “Teardrops Will Kiss the 
Morning Dew” and the gospel cut “In the 
Palm of Your Hand.” And it’s why, on So 
Long So Wrong, you can imagine numbers 
like “Looking in the Eyes of Love” and “I 
Can Let Go Now” turning into schlockfests 
for any MOR singer who got her mitts on 
them, rather than being the simple, almost 


refined statements that they are. 
Throughout So Long So Wrong, Krauss 
sings in a breathier register than we're used 
to hearing from her. I confess to missing the 
more forthfight, slightly trilling quality of a 
number like “Every Time You Say Goodbye” 
or “Two Highways,” on which she recalled 
the young Dolly Parton. The new album 
seems calculated to capitalize on the success 
of Now That I've Found You. It pushes 
Krauss as a ballad singer, and it’s the closest 
she’s come to a straight pop sensibility. In 
interviews, she has acknowledged that she’s 
sometimes felt as if she were playacting at 
the adult emotions of the songs she did. You 
sure can't tell that from her delivery, and she 
sounds almost startlingly at home with the 
songs of heartache and doubt here. The road 
song “Find My Way Back to My Heart” can 
be heard as an acknowledgment of that. “It 
Doesn’t Matter” goes even farther. The still-

ness, almost the willfulness, with which she 
delivers the lines “It doesn’t matter what | 
want/It doesn’t matter what I need” casts a 
chill over the song that doesn’t abate. It’s a 
feeling emphasized in the background by the 
dusting of Adam Steffey’s mandolin, which 
sounds like a warm memory fading into 
nothingness. The sometimes unnerving 
sense of acceptance that permeates So Long 
So Wrong achieves a spirituality in the gospel 
closer “There Is a Reason,” a simple declara- 
tion of trying to believe in the face of doubt. 
Krauss’s fiddle playing is perhaps more vir- 
tuoso on other numbers, but the sound she 
gets to begin this song —- something like a 
dusky reverb — is wonderful. 

By now, if you strung together all the sto- 
ries of how Krauss has been pursued by major 
labels and how she keeps refusing them, you'd 
probably have something like a Road Runner 
cartoon on an epic scale. Part of her plan to 
avoid being smoothed over into a convention- 
al pop star is maintaining an identity as part of 
Union Station. That’s probably a smart move. 
If | were her, | wouldn't be eager to separate 
from a group of musicians who follow her 
lead so instinctively. But | have to confess that, 
though Union Station can provide her with 
lovely harmony vocals (and banjo player/gui- 
tarist Ron Block also contributes as a song- 
writer), their lead vocals, though serviceable 
and pleasant, just don’t cut it after you've been 
listening to Krauss. 

This past fall, | caught Krauss on a seg- 
ment of the Grand Ole Opry hosted by 
Lorrie Morgan. The reigning diva of the 
Victoria’s Secret school of country music, 
Morgan came out leading the applause after 
Krauss had stunned the tourists and snap- 
shot takers to a hush and, tongue-tied and 
shaking her head in amazement, fumbled to 
the audience, “What can | say?” | hope, in 
their bid for a bigger share of the pop and 
country market, Krauss and Union Station 
continue to expand their definition of blue- 
grass and don’t simply settle for ballads (I'd 
love her to exercise her Bad Company jones 
on “Feel like Makin’ Love”). But no one’s 
likely to start confusing Krauss with the rest 
of what’s out there. bas

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Dambuilder Dave Derby is Brilliantine; Bim Skala Bim are Universal 


BY BRETT MILANO On the surface, 
Brilliantine’s Vainglory (on Chapel Hill’s Hep- 
Cat label) is the latest in a seemingly endless 
string of good pop albums in the lo-fi, four- 
track, short-song vein. The catch is that 
Brilliantine isn’t really a band; it’s just one guy 


playing all the instruments. And 
the one guy is Dambuilders 
singer/bassist Dave Derby, who’s 
released his solo debut with a 
surprising lack of fanfare. 

If you gave the album a casual 
listen, you might not even realize 
a Dambuilder is behind it. With 
the Dambuilders’ guitar/violin 
sound getting bigger all the time, 
Brilliantine’s album takes a purer 
pop approach — Derby pours on 
the hooks, plays down the solos, 
and pulls the timeless trick of 
matching good-feeling melodies 
with a downcast emotional tone 
(sure enough, he was breaking up 
a relationship when most of the 
songs were written). If you like 
the way Sebadoh and Guided by 
Voices screw with song/album 

ructure, you'll find Derby doing 
s nething similar — the songs 
mc on after one verse and cho- 
rus, and he fits 17 of them into 
less than a half-hour. As_ usual 
when this is done well, it makes 
the album more of a piece: you 


can hear Vainglory as a bunch of 


short songs or as one long one. 
“I was a fan of those bands 
[Sebadoh and GbV] before they 
started doing short songs,” Derby 
explains from his current home in 
New York City. “I’ve always been 
attracted to brevity in songs — | 
was always a huge fan of Wire 
and the Minutemen as well. A lot 
of the Brilliantine songs were little 
sketches, and I’m pretty bad at 
going back and finishing things. 
When I went back and listened, I 
realized they were already done.” 
Like most solo _ projects, 
Brilliantine came about when 
Derby had a backlog of songs that 
were a little quieter and more per- 
sonal than what the Dambuilders 
were doing. So why not release it 
as a solo album? “Partly for con- 
tractual reasons, partly because I 
thought Brilliantine was a great 
name for a band and I wanted to 
use it. And I didn’t want to give 
people the wrong idea and make 
them think I wasn’t doing the 
Dambuilders anymore.” 


So what’s with the 
Dambuilders? The band have 
been unusually quiet lately, and 
guitarist Eric Masunaga is the 
only member still living in Boston. 
Drummer Kevin March has 
joined Shudder To Think (he'll be 
on their next album and tour); 
violinist Joan Wasser is pursuing 
various side projects, including 
the Shudder To Think spinoff 
Mind Science of the Mind. 
Meanwhile the Dambuilders’ 
third album for Elektra is long 
overdue; it’s now scheduled for a 
July release. In contrast to the last 
album, Ruby Red, which was 
made in two weeks with expensive 
producer Don Gehman, the new 
album was produced by the band 
and recorded over eight months; 
U2 associate Robbie Adams is 
doing the final mixes. 

Ruby Red went for a straight- 
out rock sound that worked musi- 
cally but backfired commercially 
(at least in America — it sold well 
in Australia). So Derby makes it 
no secret that the new, as-yet- 
untitled album is a make-or-break 
proposition for the band. “Ruby 
Red was a pretty hard experience, 
but the fact that it sold in 
Australia convinced us that we 
weren't insane. To me the new 
one’s successful already because 
it’s good — I love it, actually, | 
think there are some beautiful 
orchestral moments in it. We were 
conscious of writing singles, but | 
think it works as an album. It’s 
totally us, solid pop rock, and 
there are some definite disco 
moments as_ well.” Disco 
moments? “Yeah, we've always 
been into disco. There’s some 
serious butt-shaking going on.” 

Brilliantine’s already played 
one local show, at the Middle East 
last Valentine’s Day — a show 
that Derby apologizes for, since 
his drum machine was going 
berserk. He’ll be back to play the 
same venue on April 25 (opening 
for Archers of Loaf), when his 
back-up will include members of 
Fuzzy plus some of the folks

can probably tell that Derby’s lite 
was in disarray when he wrote the 
Brilliantine songs. He moved from 
Boston to New York last year, but 
by a roundabout route whereby he 
first went to Taiwan to be with his 
girlfriend. He ultimately broke up 
with the girlfriend, after one of 
those soul-searching periods that 
inevitably lends itself to pop song- 
writing. “A lot of the lyrics were 
improvised, then I’d hear them 
later and think, ‘Hmmm, what am 
| saying?’ There’s something peo- 
ple always say about home record- 
ing, but it’s basically true: when 
you’re home and relaxed with the 
process of doing something, it’s 
going to come out sounding more 
informal and more personal. It’s a 
different feeling from being in the 
studio, putting lyrics in a note- 
book.”

BIM SKALA BIM. My usual 
complaint about Bim Skala Bim’s 
studio albums is that they sound 
too clean and don’t shake booty 
the way the band do on stage. 
With the new Universal (their 
sixth studio album, on their own 
BiB label), that problem’s finally 
been remedied. The sound here is 
a little rougher and sweatier and 
more guitar-driven. Although this 
doesn’t replace 1994’s Live at the 
Paradise as Bim Skala Bim’s best 
album, it’s the closest they’ve 
come to matching that one in the 
studio. And they’ve pushed their 
punk-ska side a little more 





upfront, which can’t be a bad 
move nowadays. 

“We've been doing punk ska 
since the first album,” singer Dan 
Vitale points out. “Our influences 
have been set since the beginning; 
but we do listen to everything, 
and we really like a lot of the new 
bands. People like Rancid and the 
Bosstones are breaking new 
ground, and so are we. | was def- 
initely shooting for a raw sound, 
though, trying not to be as picky 
as we've been in the past. It’s the 
first time | recorded with a hand- 
held mike, so I could jump 
around the way I do on stage. 
And we didn’t have a percussion- 
ist this time, so the world-beat 
influence wasn’t there as much.” 

The album’s better songs give 
a tweak to Bim’s hippie/Rasta 
image. “Talk, Talk and Talk” is 
about overdrinking, but not nec- 
essarily against it (“We've been 
on the road 12 years, so it’s 
something we've gone in and out 
of,” Vitale says). The album- 
opening “Pete Needs a Friend” 
appears to be a sympathetic song 
about a misfit, but they have 
something less innocent in mind. 
“The original title was ‘Dick 
Needs a Friend,’ Vitale points 
out, “and it’s about the little mind 
inside your penis. Just pointing 
out that it has its own personality 
and you could get into trouble if 
you always let it do what it 
wants.” The band have their disc- 
release party this Saturday, the 
29th, at the Middle East. 


AEROSMITH PARTY. What's 
the world coming to when 
Aerosmith can’t throw a great 


album-release party at their own 
club? In a surprising move, they 
chose to celebrate the release of 
Nine Lives — their first new 
album since Mama Kin opened, in 
1994 — with a New York bash 
instead. The NYC event appeared 
to be a major splurge — they had 
strippers, sword swallowers, and 
fire eaters (Perry Farrell, call your 
office). But there were some 
grumblings that Aerosmith made 
hometown fans a lower priority 
this time. If you won tickets to 
Mama Kin by being one of the 
first 500 people to buy the album 
at Tower last week, all you got was 
admission to watch the New York 
event on video simulcast (like, 
after signing a reported $50 mil- 
lion deal with Sony, they couldn't 
at least spring for pizza?). 

The atmosphere was fairly sedate 
inside Mama Kin, where the band’s 
New York performance went on 90 
minutes later than scheduled — by 
then, some of the winners had real- 
ized that if they wanted to see 
Aerosmith on TV, they could wait 
three days for Saturday Night Live.

RON GILL: 
SINGING BILLY 
STRAYHORN 
AT THE MFA 


Jazz repertory concerts can lapse into 
predictability and routine or, worse, 
fail to live up to the honored artist’s 
highest standards. Then there are 
pairings of master and interpreter that 
illuminate the best qualities of each, 
like singer Ron Gill’s marvelous trib- 
ute to Billy Strayhorn at the Museum 
of Fine Arts a week ago Wednesday. 
Gill and his accompanists displayed 
genuine insight in fresh interpreta- 
tions of songs that ranged from 
Strayhorn chestnuts like “Lush Life” 
and “Something To Live For” to less 
frequently heard gems like “Grievin’ ” 
and “Multi-Colored Blue.” 

The lasting appeal of Strayhorn’s 
music owes to both its musical sophis- 
tication and its democratic appeal. His 
tunes are tricky — “Lush Life” is as 
complex as any art song — yet they 
sound at home in a concert hall, a 
dance hall, or a singles bar. The tone 
of his lyrics — rueful, yet tempered 
with optimism and ironic humor — 
needs a light touch. 

Over the course of an on-again off- 
again 25-year career, Gill has played 
all those venues, as well as spending a 
short time with the Ellington 
Orchestra under the direction of 
Mercer Ellington, so he knows how to 
put Strayhorn across. With his light 
tenor mixing youth and experience, 
and showing impeccable insight into 
Strayhorn’s world, this true jazz 
singer made these songs live and their 
message matter. He phrases like a 
horn, but never at the expense of the 
meaning of the words. He can also toy 
with a melody without harming its 
original beauty. On “Something To 
Live For” the way he sang the words 
“bear skin rug” was practically tactile; 
you could feel its soft warmth in his 
voice. And his deliberate phrasing of 
“one I could care for” seemed to call 
the image of the hoped-for lover 
before your eyes. On “Maybe,” a song 
that must balance the expectation of 
romance with the fear of rejection, he 
underplayed, let the implication of 
strong feelings do all the work. 

Gill was backed by his long-standing 
trio of pianist Manny Williams, bassist 
Ron Mahdi and drummer Reid 
Jorgensen, who were joined by guitarist 
John Stein and saxophonist Billy 
Thompson. The trio were a model of 
self-effacing support, offering the kind 
of tasteful, imaginative accompaniment 
singers must dream of. Williams pro- 
vided rich harmonies behind Gill for 
their duet on “My Little Brown Book.” 
Mahdi, who was given the melody of 
“Star-Crossed Lovers,” has flawless 
time, and his rich, woody tone is hon- 
est and strong. Jorgensen listens care- 
fully and never plays too loud. 
Thompson and Stein were likewise 
equally accomplished in their roles as 
accompanists and soloists, especially 
on the trio arrangement of “Lush Life” 
that featured Thompson on flute. 
Thompson stuck primarily to tenor, 
but his alto playing on “Multi-Colored 
Blue” gave a nod to Ellingtonian 
Johnny Hodges without stooping to 
imitation. Stein’s sweet tone and 
sophisticated harmonic sense were a 
nice match for the material. 

An obvious labor of love that has 
been years in the gestation, the con- 
cert was marvelously paced and pro- 
duced. The program opened with a 
recording of Ellington reading from 
his eulogy of Strayhorn. The second 
half opened with David Hajdu, author 
of Lush Life, the excellent Strayhorn 
biography published last year, talking 
about Strayhorn and reading from the 
book. With a representative of the 
Strayhorn estate in attendance and a 
sold-out auditorium, the concert, 
recorded for later broadcast on 
WGBH, was a *fitting tribute to and 
celebration of a giant of American 
music.

GUSTER: 
GOLDFLY 
GETS ROUGH 


At their sold-out Avalon CD-release 
party a few weeks back, Guster ripped 
through a fiery hour-long acoustic set 
that far bettered the disc they were out 
supporting, Goldfly (Aware). Hence 
the Guster paradox: stellar live shows 
that consistently win new fans with an 
unlikely blend of monstrous energy 
and hooky folk rock, but recorded 
material that just never comes to life. 
Most of the time, enjoying their 
albums is largely dependent on having 
seen a Guster show. 

That said, Goldfly comes closer to 
capturing the live sound that earned 
them a loyal fan base and a Boston 
Music Award for Best Live Band. It’s 
also a departure from the trademark 
Guster sound; their 1994 debut, 
Parachute (Aware), featured peppy, 
upbeat songs with catchy melodies 
and sold upward of 18,000 copies. On 
Goldfly, the unusual line-up is 
unchanged — Ryan Miller and Adam 
Gardner on acoustic guitar and oft- 
harmonized vocals, Brian Rosen- 
worcel on bongos — but the songs 
have not remained the same. No more 
Indigo Boys. No more “Happy 
Frappy,” the radio-play song note- 
worthy for its irrepressible pep and 
hook line, “The way I float along.” No 
floating now. The mix is darker, rawer 
— Guster even uses overdrive on their 
Takamine acoustic guitars in some 
songs. Producer Steve Lindsey added 
bass to flesh out the recording and 
highlighted the low end; Gardner’s 
strong, throaty voice, which carried 
the first album, takes a back seat to 
Miller’s expressive whine. Even the 
harmonies, which blend live, tend on 
the album to emphasize Miller. 

The result is a less polished, more 
interesting album. Miller’s voice is at its 
most haggard on “Great Escape,” the 
closest Guster have yet come to 
straight-ahead rock. Relying on mach-

speed bongo playing and sharp acoustic 
strumming, it sounds more like Michael 
Stipe fronting an unplugged Sonic 
Youth than the distortion-heavy grunge 
that could have made it an alterna-rock 
hit. It’s a contagious melody, but the 
unique sound is destined to be left out 
of the Buzz Bin. 

Even without a fuzzbox, Guster still 
manage to rock, and that’s always 
been their appeal. They haven't totally 
abandoned the Parachute vibe. “Bury 
Me” and “Grin” will certainly satisfy 
those interested in bouncing around 
the room. Both tracks feature happy, 
nice-guys vocals bopping along at 
speedy tempos, with melodies as 
catchy as typhoid. But now there’s an 
edge to them. And the ballads have a 
punchier aura — behind the tender 
acoustic melody of “Demons” lies a 
fuzzy guitar riff. 

Despite the dark undercurrents, the 
aggressively optimistic melodies are 
everywhere, even when the subjects or 
backing tracks venture to less happy 
places. Guster groove a little on the 
rollicking “Medicine,” but the guitar 
rhythms are in-your-face. The driving 
“Getting Even” explores darker patch- 
es in a minor key. Only on “Airport 
Song” do they push their newfound 
angst too far, falling into a pretentious 
mode of Peter Gabriel wanna-bes, 
with Gardner announcing in all seri- 
ousness, “I’m your daddy now.” The 
band, meanwhile, try to build up the 
textures for a “One”-like climax, but 
the result is, well, flatulent. 

Empty gas aside, the band here take 
a step toward capturing their concert 
persona. Goldfly also marks a huge 
step forward for Guster on the matu- 
rity meter, and their ability to sell out 
Avalon is an indication of how far 
they’ve come — their last CD-release 
party was held in a Tufts dining hall 
while they were students there. BAs in 
hand and a two-year tour under their 
belts, Guster are closer than ever to an 
album that does their concerts justice. 
By getting rougher, they’re getting 


better.

New Deal 


The Breeders are back — sort of 
BY MATT ASHARE “Go ‘Firestarter’ go!”, cheers Kim 


Deal before making a sound similar to the one Homer 
Simpson emits when he finds a doughnut between his 


couch cushions. She’s referring to the hit 
single that’s elevated Prodigy to the top of 
the techno pops in England, a song that con- 
tains a big enough chunk sampled from a 
Breeders tune (“S.O.S.,” from Last Splash) 
to.give Deal a nice slice of the royalty pie. So 
“Go ‘Firestarter’ go” it is — woo-hoo! — 
even if the new electronic music revolution 
ain’t exactly Deal’s cup of tea. 

Deal, who’s calling from her home in 
Dayton, has more than “Firestarter” to be 
happy about right now. Her beloved 
Breeders are about to re-emerge after a vol- 
untary two-year absence during which twin 
sister Kelley Deal cleaned up a nasty drug 
habit and Kim knocked around with a low- 
key side project called the Amps. But 
before all of you Breeders fans start 
whooping. it Homer Simpson-style, read 
on, because this is not going to be the same 
band who made 1993’s Last Splash 
(4AD/Elektra). In fact, the new Breeders 
aren’t going to seem much different from 
the Amps of 95 when they hit the stage at 
the Paradise on March 29, with Kim 
fronting a band featuring Breeders/Amps 
drummer Jim MacPherson, Amps bassist 
Luis Lerma, Amps guitarist Nathan Farley, 
guitarist Michelle Bodine, and violinist 
Carrie Bradley (who was on the Breeders’ 
Pod and Last Splash). No Kelley. No 
Josephine Wiggs. 

“I was doing the Amps thing because 
Kelley and Josephine were tired and I was 
just waiting for them to come back to the 
Breeders,” Kim explains. “You know some 
people, and I won’t mention any names, 
have been going around saying, ‘I can’t 
believe Jim and Kim left Kelley and 
Josephine to do their own thing,’ but that’s 
not how it was. I was just trying to keep 
myself busy by doing the Amps and keep- 
ing it real low-key out of respect for Kelley 
and Josephine. Then, last May, Josephine 
told me she didn’t want to do the next 
album. And Kelley’s doing her own stuff in 
St. Paul. So now we can do Breeders songs 
again and I'll be able to play more than just 
a half-hour set of Amps songs.” 

Kelley's “stuff” has included living close 
to her place of rehab im St. Paul, and staying 
clean long enough, as Kim proudly reports, 
to qualify for her “two-year medallion.” 
Wiggs was last spotted fronting the loose 
and funky Josephine Wiggs Experience, 
who released a so-so disc on Grand Royal 
last year. Meanwhile, Kelley started up her 
own label, Nice, and put out her own sur- 





prisingly solid if rather Breeder-esque debut 
CD with the Kelley Deal 6000 titled Go to 
the Sugar Altar in 96. 

“In her mind I think she thought she’d 
be ready to rejoin the Breeders,” says Kim 
of her sister. “But she’s decided that she 
can’t leave St. Paul right now. It wouldn’t 
be good for her. | know she thought it over 
really seriously. | don’t want to sound like I 
have a problem with any of this, but in ret- 
rospect I wish I’d hired Luis and Nate to fill 
in for Kelley and Josephine right after we 
got off of Lollapalooza in 1994. I mean, | 
love both of them, Kelley and Josephine. 
Whatever they want to do with their lives is 
great. But why didn’t they just tell me two 
years ago? I say that in a loving way.” 

The new Breeders may look like the old 
Amps, but with the Kelley and Josephine 
matters settled for now, they'll be free to 
act and perhaps sound a lot more like a real 
band. For _ starters that means 
“Cannonball,” “Invisible Man,” and 
“Divine Hammer” will be back in the set. 
In the longer run one hopes it will genérate, 
well, something more compelling than the 
Amps had to offer on Pacer (4AD/Elektra) 
or in their fun but ultimately-mediocre live 
sets, something more like Last Splash. 

“Yeah, | know Pacer wasn’t recorded all 
that well,” Kim admits. “I'd really love to re- 
record some of those songs. | was actually 
joking with some people about redoing 
Pacer as the Breeders. Wouldn’t that just be 
the laziest thing? Hell, nobody's heard those 
songs anyway. | mean, we recently did a 
couple of shows in Santa Cruz and San 
Francisco, and people thought the Amps 
songs were material from the new Breeders 
album. So maybe I could do a full new 
Breeders album and then add new versions 
of ‘I’m Decided,’ ‘Mom’s Drunk,’ and ‘Tipp 
City’ as bonus tracks. Then it wouldn’t seem 
like we were ripping anybody off.” 

For now Kim’s plan is to test out some 
new songs live before taking the band into 
the studio this summer. 

“You know how it is when you're first in 
a band, you get a good set list together, you 
wait until you have enough money, and 
then you record that set list? That’s how I 
like to do things. If a song is good enough, 
then we'll do it. And when we get enough 
songs like that, we'll have a new album.”

James mix old U2 with new trip-hop 


BY GARY SUSMAN “Everybody thinks the new wave is super/Just 
ask Linda Ronstadt or even Alice Cooper.” So sang Weird Al Yankovic 
two decades ago in his parody “It’s Still Billy Joel to Me,” at a time 


when seemingly everyone in the 
pop universe was jumping on an 
up-from-the-underground band- 
wagon. In those days, it was the 
skinny-tie, power-pop, post-punk, 
so-called new wave. Today, it’s 
electronica, techno, jungle, drum- 
and-bass, whatever they're calling 
it this week. Mainstream popsters 


from U2 to Eric Clapton are trip- . 


hopping all over each other in the 
rush to make electronic hay while 
the ambient sun shines. 

So listeners can be forgiven if 
they perceive the veteran pop sex- 
tet James as only the most recent 
Tricky-come-lately on their new 
release Whiplash  (Fontana/ 
Mercury). The Manchester-based 
band have been around for 14 
years, building a rep on endless 
touring, finally breaking through 
in America with the goofy title 
track to their sixth album, 1993’s 
Laid. The group’s traditional pop 
smarts were evident, both in the 
tightly crafted arrangements and 
singer Tim Booth’s literate, intro-

spective lyrics (he named the 
band after James Joyce). A curso- 
ry listen to the 1993 edition of 
James wouldn’t have suggested a 
band eager to rumble in the elec- 
tronic jungle. 

Still, in 1994, after three years

of touring America, James nearly 
fell apart over the departure of 
longtime guitarist Larry Gott, the 
discovery that the band owed five 
years of back taxes, and Booth’s 
creative restlessness. James 
released Wah Wah, a double 


album of experimental outtakes 
from the Laid sessions; waited 
while Booth satisfied his solo-pro- 
ject jones with 1995’s Booth and 
the Bad Angel, an album he made 
with atmospheric composer 
Angelo Badalamenti; and finally 
reunited in early 1996 to record 
Whiplash, with consulting pro- 
ducer Brian Eno, who had over- 
seen Laid. (Actually twiddling the 
knobs on Whiplash was producer 
Stephen Hague.) Given the pres- 
ence of ambient godfather Eno 
and New Order vet Hague, as 
well as the three years of esoteric 
experimenting, the electronic 
noodling on Whiplash seems less 
a jarring jump into trendiness 
than a logical evolution. 

Perhaps in an effort not to 
frighten off old fans, the new 
album moves only gradually into 
the jungle. The lead track, 
“Tomorrow,” echoes “Laid” in 
David Baynton-Power’s gallop- 
ing, heart-racing drumbeats. Its 
dramatic build-up of rhythmic 
tension, soaring guitar riffs 
(played by Gott’s fine replace- 
ment, Adrian Oxaal), circular 
chord progression, and vaguely 
inspirational lyrics all recall U2’s 
“Where the Streets Have No 
Name” and “With or Without 
You.” Booth’s keening, ringing, 
breathy voice evokes Bono’s 
throughout Whiplash. 

“Lost a Friend” continues in a 
similar vein, as docs the single, 
“She’s a Star,” with Booth show- 
ing off his fine falsetto and the 
band displaying a penchant for 
Beatlesque harmonies. There’s 
even a folksy, pub-sing-along, 
may-the-road-rise-to-meet-you 
song called “Waltzing Along” 
(though it’s in a 4/4 shuffle) 


before the trip-hop hits the fans. 

The new stream begins to flow 
under “Greenpeace,” where the 
burbling electronic undercurrent 
sets the mood for a compassion- 
fatigued meditation on environ- 
mentalism. James expertly evoke a 
similar sense of ennui and futility 
with the electronic bleeps of “Go 
to the Bank,” which wryly offers 
consumerism as a cure for 
depression and heartbreak. The 
band explore a variety of other 
soundscapes, to uplifting, ironic, 
or brooding effect, on the next 
few songs before working thcir 
way back out of the electronic 
underbrush with the final two 
tracks. Even here, on the) eerie 
“Watering Hole” and the decep- 
tively quiet pastoral “Blue 
Pastures,” there’s a sinister hum- 
ming synthesized ostinato. 

Yet the most stirring songs on 
Whiplash reflect a surprisingly 
gloomy vision in their lyrics. “Lost 
a Friend” moans about the narco- 
tizing effects of television. “She’s a 
Star” is actually the tale of a lone- 
ly, unappreciated woman. 
“Avalanche” offers a bitter fuck- 
you to an ambitious adversary. 
That these tunes still play as 
anthemic fist wavers is testament 
to the band’s expertise at creating 
rousing, rich textures. (Besides 
Booth, Baynton-Power, and 
Oxaal, the line-up includes bassist 
Jim Glennie, keyboardist Mark 
Hunter, and violinist Saul Davies.) 
Nonctheless, it’s unusual to see a 
Beatles-inspired band with a full- 
time fiddle player experimenting 
with cutting-edge electronic 
music.

In praise of Serge Gainsbourg 
BY MICHAEL FREEDBERG Mercury Records recently released 


three CD compilations of the music of Paris-based songwriter Serge 
Gainsbourg (1928-’91). Why Gainsbourg? Why now? At the time he 


flourished we here in the US 
hardly knew him. 

Well, we ought to have. He was 
the big seer, the unstoppable poet, 
the loud voice of French pop. His 
parents were emigrants from a 
Russia in chaos. He himself grew 
up monumentally ugly in glam- 
orous Paris. Yet he became an 
entertainer. 

There was precedent for ugli- 
ness on stage in beautiful Paris: 
Edith Piaf. Gainsbourg’s music in 
no way resembled Piaf’s. He had 
a different idea, one made by 
World War II, in which the 
American world of movies, molls, 
jazz, and cash had conquered all 
and was fast imposing itself on 
France. Gainsbourg’s idea was to 
sing a French response to 
America’s music. His songs 


ranged from jazz to Motown to 
bedroom ballads and funk, and he 
sang them in a braised baritone 
halfway between a monologue 
and a cough. Still later, when he 
had long since made his point, 


Gainsbourg ingested the music of 
Africa and Brazil. His 1964 CD 
Gainsbourg percussions has it all: 
tribal beats, merengue, African 
chanting, samba carnival. It 
would amaze disco-goers even 
now, 33 years later. 

Wine, women, and song intoxi- 
cated him. Baudelaire wrote, “II 
faut étre toujours ivre. . . . De vin, 
de poésie ou de vertu, a votre 
guise. . enivrez-vous sans 
cesse. (Ln short: write poetry and 
don’t stop drinking.) Gainsbourg 
was of that faith. He was as drunk 
a drunk as he was a poet. He 
wrote witty semi-American songs 
for all kinds of glamorous French 
actresses — Brigitte Bardot and 
Isabelle Adjani among them — 
and entered into love affairs with 
many. He knew no bounds. He 
sang “Je t'aime . . . moi non plus,” 
his one US hit, in 1969 with Jane 
Birkin. The song was a sound- 
track to sex. Most shocking was 
the coldness of Birkin’s yearning 
and Gainsbourg’s indifference in 


response: their own affair was 
breaking up at the time, and there 
it was, the break-up re-enacted 
like a kiss-and-tell in a supermar- 
ket tabloid. 

It is easy to see the performance 
as Gainsbourg’s deadliest attack 
on the dehumanizing effects of 


‘America’s in-your-face customs. 


But with Gainsbourg you couldn't 
be sure about intentions. He’d 
already sung the song, in 1967, 
with Brigitte Bardot. Only because 
of her reluctance to approve its 
release had he turned to La Birkin 
for a reprise. Eventually he made 
young girls his singing partners. In 
the late 80s he sang “Lemon 
Incest” in duet with Charlotte, his 
13-year-old daughter. He wrote 
the equally young actress Vanessa 
Paradis her most superb CD, 
1990’s Variations sur le méme 
t'aime, punning bilingually as only 
he could pun. Paris had never 
heard anything like his music nor 
seen any face like his face. He was 
a satyr. A troubadour. He was

Peire Vidal and Francois Villon, he 
was Jean Cocteau and commedia 
dell’arte, he was Frank Sinatra, 
Cole Porter, Elvis Presley. The 
ancient city of rebels and courtiers 
loved him. 

So should we. The three-CD 
Gainsbourg sample from Mercury 
can’t compare with the 11-CD, 
$130 De Gainsbourg a Gainsbarre 
box available in Montreal, but the 
three CDs’ 60 songs spend useful 
time with most of his many musi- 
cal personalities. Comic Strip 
includes the hit version of “Je 
t'aime” and a Birkin-and-Serge 
follow-up, “Soixante-neuf année 
érotique.” It’s amusing to com- 
pare these duets with the mar- 
velously spooky “Bonnie and 
Clyde,” in which he and Brigitte 
Bardot alternate telling the famous 
story in voices as disoriented as 
Screamin’ Jay Hawkins’s in “I Put 
a Spell on You.” Comic Strip also 
includes the cleverest of Gains-

bourg’s mischief versions 
of Motown, funk, and the 
Beatles as well as the 
Brazilian “Sous le solcil 
exactement,” “Les su- 
cettes,” and a song in 
praise of suicide (“Chat- 
terton”). 

Couleur café features 
nine tracks from Gains- 
bourg percussions and sev- 
eral songs from Gains- 
bourg’s earliest recording 
dates, when he was still 
dancing the mambo and 
cha-cha and imbibing the 
coolly romantic swing 
style of Frank Sinatra. Of 
these songs, “Lanthra- 
cite” and “Les amours 
perdues” get closest to the 
mature Gainsbourg’s fas- 
cination with the bricf duration of 
love immortal. 

Lastly, Du jazz dans le ravin 
takes you back to Gainsbourg’s 
jazz roots. Here, from 1958 to 
1964, he wrote his own version of 
the blues, songs like “Requiem 
pour un twisteur,” “Chez les yé 
yé,” “Intoxicated Man,” “La fille 
au rasoir,” and “Negative Blucs.” 
In these songs, his fascination with 


teenage America — its dances, its 
slang, and its hard poses — dark- 
ens his lyrics and bops_ his 


melodies without ever casting a 
pall over that brusque but velvety 
baritone not yet leathered by liquor 
or grayed by lost love.

Ladies choice 


The women of Belfast stand up 
BY JEFFREY GANTZ They lived a few miles apart, but 


in the same kind of clustered red-brick houses in West 
Belfast. Their mothers and aunts found employment in 


the same shirt factories and linen mills, 
shared a common world of work, religion, 
and family. Catholic Geraldine O’Regan 
tells how the (now exclusively Protestant) 
Shankill Road was part of her life. 
Protestant May Blood speaks of being 
equally at home on the (now Catholic) 
Falls Road. 

Marcia Rock’s provocative new docu- 
mentary, Daughters of*the Troubles: Belfast 
Stories, which airs this Tuesday on WGBH, 
gives us yet another pairing of Protestant 
and Catholig determined to help bring 
peace to the six counties of Northern 
Ireland. The two women offer’ wistful 
accounts of #@higious tolerance, even friend- 
ship, in the six counties prior to the reopen- 
ing of the Troubles that followed the civil- 
rights marches of 1969; May Blood recalls 
how she and other Protestant women would 
meet their Catholic fellow workers and all 
walk up the hill to the factory, exchanging 
news on the way, then walk back down 
together at the end of the day. She remem- 
bers how Catholics would come to roast 
their potatoes at the Protestants’ Ulster Day 
bonfires, and how Protestants would return 
the favor on the Assumption of the Virgin 
the following month. Geraldine O’Regan 
admits that she used to enjoy the Ulster Day 
parade; she even playfully breaks into a bit 
of that Orange favorite “The Sash My 
Father Wore.” 

Rock, who in 1992 gave us a similar 
Protestant-Catholic documentary, Sons of 
Derry, is ingenuously holding up a past 
vision of a Northern Ireland where 
Protestants and Catholics got along. She 
should know better: they got along pre- 
1969 because Catholics had not yet 
rebelled against the Protestants’ rank hous- 
ing and job discrimination, or the appalling 
gerrymandering of voting districts. The 
civil-rights marches were as inevitable as 
they were necessary; once they started all 
hell broke loose, and Northern Ireland is 
still picking up the pieces. 

Rock also fails to explain that May Blood 
does not represent the kind of lan 
Paisley/Orange Order Protestantism-of- 
hate that has been the biggest obstacle to 
justice in the north. Indeed, when Blood’s 
father tried to stick up for their next-door 
Catholic neighbors who were in danger of 
being burned out, he was told to stand 
aside or be shot. The hopeful tone of 
Daughters of the Troubles is achieved in 
part through the exclusion of extreme 
Protestant voices. When the documentary 
aired on Ulster TV, these voices were not 
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silent; they called in large numbers to label 
the program “IRA propaganda” and May 
Blood “not a true Protestant.” 

Daughters works because it isn’t really 
about Catholics and Protestants getting 
together — it’s about how the women of the 
north are getting together to assert them- 
selves in what has always been a man’s 
world. O’Regan remembers how the men in 
her family would be asked whether they 
wanted more bacon, or potatoes; if they did, 
the food was taken off her plate. Blood tells 
us how on Sunday afternoon the girls 
worked while the boys played cards. 

Today these women are beginning to 
perceive that while their men have been out 
playing soldier, the social fabric of the six 
counties has unraveled into relentless 
unemployment (30 percent for 18-to-25- 
year-olds), poverty, crime, and teenage 
pregnancies that put single mothers on the 
dole — problems that Northern Ireland’s 
elected representatives (almost exclusively 
male, of course) have not made it their pri- 
ority to address. In response, neighbor- 
hood women’s centers are springing up.

You just can’t help loving a 
band who start with the drummer 
barking like a seal, the cellist mak- 
ing sounds like a ripping shirt, and 
the saxophonist making kissy nois- 
es with his reed, then segue with- 
out missing a beat into Lee 
Konitz's “It's You.” Their send-up of 
“White Christmas” ranks among 
the most hilarious deconstructions 
of that melody ever played, but 
their arrangement of the traditional 
title tune is touched with a beautiful 
melancholy that's quite respectful 
— except for Bennink's disruptive 
clatter. It’s those ironies and 
exceptions in the trio's perfor- 
mances that make them new 
music's most serious comedians.

*&kx1/2 Chick Corea & Friends, 
REMEMBERING BUD POWELL 
(Stretch). As a pianist, Bud Powell 
was a gifted, inquisitive bebop 
innovator with a flair for the roman- 
tic. His compositions are grist for 
Corea’s friends, the cream of 
young giants (Christian McBride, 
Joshua Redman, Wallace Roney, 
and, on three tracks, Kenny 
Garrett) and a Powell contempo- 
rary, drumming great Roy Haynes. 

Ensembles — bright, disciplined 
and well-knit — show Corea inter- 
twining (intros, partial theme state- 
ments) and the horns sparkling. 
Trumpeter Roney is into Miles 
extensions; he’s hot and probing. 
Alto Garrett is push/pull — lying 
back, then exploding in Dolphian 
dance. Tenor Redman shows more 
of his gruff Hawkins stuff. Pacing is 
pyramidal: the lone sextet piece, 
“Willow Grove,” is followed by the 
exotic trio ballad, “Dusk in Sand,” 
with the Ravel pastels for which 
pianist and composer share affinity, 
and a luscious bowed solo by 
McBride. Then the picaresque 
“Oblivion,” with a flashing pia- 
no/drum exchange that recalls 
Corea’s ‘80s trio with Haynes and 
Miroslav Vitous. Corea’s own clas- 
sic tribute to Powell makes a 
leisurely change of pace. The final 
“Celia,” a Powell favorite, gets an 
introspective solo valediction by 
Corea.

And that may explain why Audrey 
Clark makes her post-360's debut 
with this likably quirky, incredibly 
non-commercial album — of all the 
albums to appear during the lo-fi 
trend, this one may well have the 
lowest fi. 

The band approach harks back 
less to the 360’s than to sister Lori 
Kramer's psychedelic-poetry pro- 
ject, the Paper Squares (12-year- 
old guitarist lan Clark completes 
the trio). An expanded version of a 
vinyl EP released last fall, this CD 
is a collage of accompanied read- 
ings, skeletal pop songs, and trippy 
instrumental bits. The latter are 
built around the Optigan, a cheapo 
and spooky-sounding ‘60s key- 
board now found at better garage 
sales. As usual, the two sisters dis- 
play psychedelic leanings that go 
beyond flowery '60s throwbacks. 
Kramer's various run-ins with phar- 
maceuticals provide lyric fuel, and 
Clark lightens things with her 
garage-pop know-how.

Not only has leader Marie 
Daulne dismissed (or otherwise 
lost track of) the rest of the original 
a cappella vocal group (though 
Sabine Kabongo does sing in the 
background on most of the album, 
she will not be joining the current 
tour), she has also enlisted a full 
back-up band who play throughout 
the CD (apparently limited to bass 
and drums on tour). 

The results are all too pre- 
dictable. The back-up musicians 
are competent but uninspired, as 
are most of Daulne's lead vocals, 
which are relieved, from time to 
time, with guest stars U Roy and 
Spearhead’s Michael Franti — 
whose appearances with this most 
feminine of operations feel intrusive 
and clumsy. The writing tends to be 
more in grooves than in songs, and 
the grooves are never much more 
than adequate. The background 
vocals are still frequently inventive 
and affecting, but they're pushed 
further into the background than 
ever, and the overall feeling is more 
of bleakness than joy. Let's put it 
this way: the single is Phoebe 
Snow's “Poetry Man,” replete with 
Franti’s Barry White-like asides.

(1997). Jon Robin Baitz's screen- 
play adaptation of his own Off 
Broadway drama rages with heat 
and light and mordant grace, inspir- 
ing the incandescent performances 
of the cast. A thornily scrupulous 
publisher (Ron Rifkin) brandishes 
his standards of aesthetic purity 
and caustic verbal brilliance like a 
lash, especially at his variously 
benighted children (Timothy Hutton, 
Sarah Jessica Parker, and Tony 
Goldwyn). Dedicated to “serious” 
books, his company needs a best- 
seller fast. The family’s conflicts 
assume Lear-like resonances when 
the siblings wield their shareholder 
status to try to publish the gay 
brother's lover's slick and sexy 
novel over their father’s wish to 
stake everything on four volumes of 
Nazi medical experiments.
